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INTRODUCTION 


The 150th anniversary of the Methodist Church at Camp 
Dennison, Ohio, provides the occasion for a history of the in- 
teresting founding and growth of this community together with 
brief accounts of some of the men connected with its importance 
in this part of the Ohio Valley. 


We pay tribute to Christian Waldsmith, an American patriot, 
who had the vision and ability to hew out of the wilderness a 
settlement and create something of vital and lasting influence. 
Born Mareh 23, 1755, in Lancaster County, Pennsvivania, he 
erew up in this region where his father served several churches 
as pastor. When the Revolutionary War broke out Waldsmith 
enlisted and fought for his country to the end of the war. 


In 1794 he journeyed to the Little Miami valley to investi- 
gate the newly opened country in the west. In 1796 he brought 
a group of his friends and neighbors with their families and 
settled in the “Big Bottom” of the Little Miami River. Grad- 
ually, under his leadership, they built up an empire of mills 
and business enterprises that almost rivaled Cincinnati. Perhaps 
the most important of his undertakings were the church and 


paper mill. Both were vital to the development of this frontier 
country. 


Newspapers and books printed on the paper made at Wald- 
smith’s paper mill are still read and the heritage of the little 
church has served the people of the valley faithfully through- 


out the years. 


It is in recognition of the foresight and industry of Christian 
Waldsmith and his group to create something of lasting value 
that the committee has gathered the information to compile 
this book in the hope that it will carry forward into the future 
the story of the achievement of the past.

“BIG BOTTOM” 1794-1814

The Treaty of Greenville removed from the Ohio country 
the threat of Indian massacre. Pioneers replaced the frontiers- 
men as great numbers traveled over the Appalachian Moun- 
tains in six-horse Conestoga wagons or by raft or ark drifting 
down the Ohio River. In the Miami River country the population 
was not over 2,000 in L790: in 1800 it was about 15,000. The 
ereater proportion of these were engaged in agriculture. Grist 
mills converted their wheat into flour; corn was utilized feeding 
hogs or making whiskey. In the beginning the western pioneers 
took their flour, bacon, whiskey, pelts and venison to the river 
settlements to barter for such luxuries of the east as groceries, 
dry goods and tobacco. River packet lines furnished these im- 
portations, also carrying proneer products further downstream 
for resale. 

CHRISTIAN WALDSMITH was one of a group of Pennsyl- 
vanians who came into this fertile but rustic setting i 1794, to 
examine its business possibilities. The site which satisfied them 
was a valley three miles long, rich in forests, ten miles above 
Columbia on the Little Miami River. The greater part of this 
land passed into the ownership of three men: Christian Wald- 
smith, Harner, and Levi Buckingham. 

Levi Buckingham reecived) by deed from) John Cleves 
Symmes in 1795 the northern part, Le. Section 14, 20 and 32, 
in township 5, the “first entire range,” in all THO acres. For 
this he paid a dollar an acre. The remaining half of the valley 
went to Waldsmith, the area of which is not given in the deed, 
for 3200 Spanish dollars. The deed which Waldsmith reecived 
from Symmes read“... the said land to be divided by a tine 
drawn from the Litthe Miami due west across said numbers 13 
and 19 so as to make an equal division of quantity ... the south 
is hereby conveyed to the said Christian Waldsmith, the 
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other equal north half is to be conveyed to George Harner, also 
the south half of Section 31 to Waldsmith, and the north half 
to Harner and the heirs of Conrad Codderman, containing 320 
acres in said south half, contents of Sections 13 and 19 to be 
surveyed hereafter.”! Harner soon sold his land to Daniel Prisch’ 
and Adam Codderman.’ 

The following Pennsylvanians also bought land directly from 
Symmes: Hans Leckie, 400 acres in Section 14; Thomas Reich, 
540 acres in Section 24;° Antoni de Golyer, 132 acres adjacent 
to Leckie’s land;® and Ludwig Freiberger, 96 acres adjoining 
Prisch’s purchase.‘ 

While Waldsmith purchased his tract in 1795, he did not 
bring his family here until the following year. He was forty-one 
years old when they moved to Ohio. His wife was Elizabeth 
Bollender whom he had married in Reading Town, Pennsyl- 
vania, August 15, 1785. Before this he had served as a Private 
in the American Revolution, in the Pennsylvania Regiment, 
Captain Daniel D. Turch’s Co., from Berks County, Pa., Associa- 
tors. The six children whom they brought with them were 
between the ages of one and fifteen years. 

The following paragraphs are from Thomas Fitzwater’s 
priceless account of the migration. 


Fitzwater’s Letter’ 


“C. Waldsmith, our own family, and four other families 
started to this state on or near the first of May, 1796. 1 have 
but litthe recollection of the journey to Juniata, but I recollect 
that place. The next place Precollect seeing was Bedford Springs. 
Then nothing more until we came to Redstone: Hlere we were 
detained nearly three weeks waiting for our flatboats. At Pitts- 
burgh we met Gen. Wayne’s regular army. | have a distinct 
Panelic ction of seeing the soldiers ee the cannon; then the drum 
would beat and tye fife would play a short time. The army 
was then going to Erie. Gen. Wayne died the next October. 
A day or two “after leaving Pittsburgh, Chris. Waldsmith was 
walking on a sandbar elon he picked up a fife which looked 
very ancient. The brass on the ends was black and corroded, 
and it was full of sand. It was supposed it had been in the river 
since Braddock’s defeat, nearly forty-one years. | saw the fife 
hundred of times in after years. They lent it to an old revolu- 
tionary fifer, and never recovered it again. 

“The Ohio was low, and the three flatboats had great diffi- 
culty in getiing along. They only traveled in’ the day time, 
always tying up to hes shore al night. At the mouth of the 
Bracken River two families left and went into Kentucky. After 
being on the river seven weeks we landed at Columbia. The 
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Miami was pouring out muddy water and driftwood. This was 
the first sight I got of that river. 


“Not far above the mouth of the Miami the boat which 
contained Waldsmith’s family ran aground. The four men and a 
boy tried to get it afloat that afternoon and into the night, but 
they did not succeed. The next morning another boat came 
along, when they hailed the inmates for assistance; this boat 
landed close to ours, and I recollect seeing three or four going 
to the boat which was aground; in two or three hours the boat 
was afloat. About twenty years ago Father Durham told me the 
same story, and further said that Waldsmith was so pleased to 
vet his boat afloat that he told them he would give them ten 
gallons of whiskey for their services. They hrow it a keg which 
held three ¢: allons, and he filled that.” 

It was in the middle of July when they landed at Columbia. 
In fifteen or eighteen days, when the Miami lowered, they 
arrived at their journey’ s end, 

The “Big Bottom” which Waldsmith had chosen is about 
twenty feet lower than the surrounding land.'® Into this depres- 
sion he deflected the river through a ‘millrace and went vigor- 
ously to work building a saw mill which cut the tall trees into 
boards and beams for new homes. 

In 1797 a gristmill and two copper distilling vats for making | 
whiskey were being constructed. 

It was this year that MA'TTHIAS KUGLER came into the 
territory. Youne Kugler worked for Waldsmith and in 1798 
married his oldeat Wouohiee Catherine Elizabeth.

Three buildings of this era are still standing. Two of the 
houses are of fieldstone, built after the manner of the “Penn- 
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sylvania Dutch” style of Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, their 
builder’s birthplace. The larger stone house bore the inscription 
“C. Waldsmith-1804” (Illus. 49, No. 4). The smaller stone house 
(Illus. 49, No.2) is not dated but it seems natural that Wald- 
smith would have built a small house first, moving into a large 
one as he accumulated more wealth. Some people hold the 
belief that the smaller home was built for Catherine and 
Matthias Kugler when they were married ... but this was in 
1798, even before the accepted date of the “‘parent” house. 
However, for convenience, it will hereafter be referred to as 
the “Kugler House.” [f it was constructed 1797-1804, it is the 
second oldest building still standing in Hamilton County, the 
oldest being the Suydam house in Sedamsville. 


The third extant dwelling is of wood, set between those of 
stone. Two others like it were originally on either side of. the 
existing one. Mill workers lived in the frame houses. 

Almost direetly across the street from the Kugler house was 
a distillery; it was enlarged and used as a barn during the 
present century and was once shaded by a tall silo at its western 
end. This (distillery) barn is in the process of being wrecked 
by Hamilton County so that the site and material may be used 
for other purposes. 

Whiskey, beef, pork, lumber and staves were being shipped 
from Cincinnati to New Orleans as early at 1803 and a cood 
share of the produce of Waldsmith’s mills was among them. 
ft was in connection with this traffic that the Miami Exporting 
Company was organized under charter from the new state of 
Ohio. Naturally enough Waldsmith was one of the first board 
of eleven elected directors of the company. Operating under a 
very liberal charter, the company also employed some of its 
capital in banking. The business carried on fairly well until 
1822, and finally expired before its forty-year charter termin- 
ated. The “bank’s” office, near the wharf, one hundred fect west 
of Syeamore Street in Cincinati, later became a financial center.” 

We see in the newspaper Liberty Hall of September 13, 1809, 
that a fulline (eloth finishing) business was added to the 
Waldsmith establishments. 


FULLING BUSINESS 
The subseriber has lately repaired his fulling mill in 
the best manner and hopes to be able to render better 
satisfaction than formerly. He has employed a gentle- 
man from Lexington who understands the (fulling) of 
cloth well and will give due attendance to all who 
will favor him with their custom, 
Peter Waldsmith 
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in payment when the cloth is dressed and delivered. 
August 29, 1809." 


Peter was Christian Waldsmith’s son, then twenty-six years 
of age. That the business had been repaired may mean it 
previously had been devastated by flood. 


THE MANUFACTURING OF PAPER 


Flax was one of the agricultural products of the territory 
at this time. We know that women spun the threads from which 
linen clothing and sheets were made, and according to the 
census of Hamilton County in 1810 a total of 45,913 vards of 
linen were spun on 329 looms in townships adjacent to Wald- 
smith’s settlement. This census does not mention a paper mill. 
indicating it was not yet in operation. 

Miss Marte Dickoré has examined countless newspapers and 
family recor's to discover the facts of this development. Her 
detailed account appeared for the first time in the bulletin of 
the Historical and Philosophical Society of Ohio.’ From it we 
learn the following facts: 

When the papermill at Redstone burned in 1810, the paper 
shortage in this area beeame critical. Eexasperated lawyers, 
printers, publishers and storekheepers were dependent Upon an 
imported supply of paper which varied with the state of the 
Ohio River, and they pressed Waldsmith to set up a paper mill 
on the Litthe Miami. The first of many notices of his intentions 
appeared in Liberty Hall, Cincinnati, Ohio, January 16, 1810: 

RAGS WANTED 

CG. WALDSMUETPH 
Having commenced the building of a PAPER. MILE, 
on the Litthe Miami, respectfully informs the public 
that STORE GOODS will be given for any quantity of 
clean linen and cotton rags at 3 cents a pound. 
RAGS will also’ be received) in’ payment of book 
accounts 

Those who wish to make special contracts for the de- 

livery of RAGS please to apply immediately. 

January, 1810. 


It took Waldsmith a full year to set up vats, assemble rags 
and find a master paper maker to oversee operations. Finally a 
Jarge enough stock of paper was on hand to supply the. first 
customer, the newspaper Western Spy of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

John Smith from Kentueky was the skilled craftsman who 
supervised the work of putting the mill into operation. He 
continued for many years as its head vatsman and dryloft boss. 
He died in Danville, Hlinois, aged eighty-five years. 
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Notices in Western Spy and Liberty Hall subsequently ad- 
vertised for boys and girls (of good moral character) as appren- 
tices in the paper making business, offering the boys one 
hundred Collars in cash, a suit of clothes worth twenty-five 
dollars when free, and nine months schooling in the time. 


Another article in the issue of Liberty Hall of December 1, 
1811, announced: 


CHRISTIAN WALDSMITH 


is now preparing in his paper mill another vat and 
will employ some experienced hands, who understand 
to work at the vat in the PAPER MAKING BUSINESS. 
Such will find encouragement at his Mill on the Little 
Miami. 

Also an old man, who is able to teach a night school 
of reading, writing and arithmetic and in the daytime 


do some labor — will also find employment. 
Storekeepers may be supplied with all kinds of PAPER 
at the store of Baum and Perry, Cincinnati, --- or at 
the Mill. 


Dec. 1, 1811. 


A chureh is marked on the 1844 map of the Waldsmith 
settlement. The story of this chureh is found in Chapter V 
following. 


The livelihood of the pioneers did allow for the Sabbath, 
but other days men rose before dawn and labored until and 
after dark, making most of their tools and clothing, as well 
as raising foods and cash crops. The recreational aspects of life, 
leisure time as we know it, did not exist for them. We who 
live one hundred and fifty vears later find it hard to imagine 
the difficulties of pioneer life. | 

Farmers raised or hunted their own meat, supplyine their 
own needs for dairy products and vegetables. In the evenings 
they made farm implements, clothing, or staves and_ barrels 
which could be sold to Waldsmith who used them to haul flour 
to the shipping lines in Cincinnati. In Waldsmith’s new home 
nearly half of the lower floor had a separate entrance and was 
used as a general store. We can imagine that a general store: 
with a distillery across the street was a favorite meeting place 
for the farmers. When Sam told Molly he had to hiteh up the 
team and take the corn to be milled or deliver barrels at Chiris’s 
place, he was probably aware that a cupoof cheer and friendly 
conversation around the stove would be available while the 
work was being done. | 

Harry Weller, who lives near Milford, possesses account 
hooks from this store. Mr. Keller is the great-grandson of John 
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Keller, Waldsmith’s nephew who came here in 1800 to work 
as a clerk in the general store. When John Keller married 
Prudence Bell in 1810, they made their home in the small stone 


house (Illus. 49, No. 2). 


Mr. Keller has compiled from these Waldsmith ledgers the 
following lists of barrel makers, their total output which was 
sold to Wealden in the years 1812-13, and the cash earned by 
each for his product.

33. 1/3 cents was paid for each Aaah until December 1812: 
the price was then raised to 37 1/2 cents. 

These figures are signifieant insofar as they show us the 
practice of a handicraft as well as the quantity of flour Wald- 
smith must have milled to have filled these barrels. Kach barrel 
held 200 pounds of flour, the 6,364 barrels holding 1,272,800 


pounds, or 636.4 tons in two years. 


These account books, listing names as well as purchases of 
customers also provide us with a roster of early residents: 
Samuel Bockenheim (later Buckingham), ——--___ Bucking- 
ham, Joseph Boone, Antoni de Golyer, Howard Codderman, 
Andreas Frei (later Fry), Ludwig Peeper George Harner, 
Thomas Haire (Hare), Mathias kere Tolannes Kugler. Wallan 
Landon, Hans Leckie, Jacob Leferber, Jacob Lydrich or Lydick, 


Hans Maddern, Johannes Montag, - Muench, Chris Ogg, 
Andreas Orth (Andrew Orr), Frederick Beckenbach (Pecken- 
paugh), Daniel Prisch (Price), —--.____. Radabaugh (Reden- 
baugh), Hans Robe, David Snider, Kasper Spaeth, Val Weigans, 
Ludwig Weller, — Yost. Other names in the. store 


records indicate that traders came from a distance of ten miles 
to buy, sell and use the mill facilities. 
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Of all commodities, cash was the most scarce. An average 
day’s wages was fifty cents, just the price of a packave of pins. 
The general store did not handle much food. We find the follow- 
ing items mentioned: 


Tea ($3.00/lb.) — probably saved for “company” — loaf 


sugar (37¢/lb.), green coffee beans, chocolate, salt. lard and 
Neitey (37¢/qt.), snuff, buttons, ribbon, silk, muslin, pewter, 
dishes, bottles, bar iron, fish hooks and ammunition. 

Roads, over which wagons engaged in commerce, were at 
this time in deplorable condition. After the War of 1812 some 
turnpikes were built because of our new interest in military 
security, and by 1825 the northern seetion of the Miami Valley 
was connected with the eastern states. This was the age of toll 
roads and canals, but most of these were directed toward 
Cincinnati, 

The difficulty of traveling caused Waldsmith’s store to be used 
as a bank of sorts. Money was often left with the clerks to be 
repaid a lender when he appeared in the store, thus saving the 


borrower from traveling a distance to repay it personally. 


The Washington Survey Purchase 


On March 25, 1811, Waldsmith bought from Joseph Kerr 
1060 2/3 acres of land on the eastern ink of the Little Miami, 
above the mouth of the Kast Fork River in Clermont Connie 
The price was 619 barrels of super-fine flour. A portion of 
the property is now the Boys Seouts’ Camp Friedlander. On 
this land stands the ancient “Neville Cabin” near Harner’s Run. 
A copy of this deed recently found among Kerr's papers. is 
written on paper bearing the watermark “ aN Wexe Cow? 
Trees cut on this tract may have been allowed to drift) down 
the river to the big dam Waldsmith built at the entrance to the 
mill race, thence into the race and to the sawmill. The clear 
limestone water that filled the Little Miami from creeks such 
as Harner’s Run helped make a fine white paper such as Wald- 
smith’s mill produced. 

This land that Joseph Kerr sold to Waldsmith was originally 
one of George Washington’s three land holdings in Clermont 
County. 

Two more children were born in Ohio to Christian and 
Catherine: David and Catherine. Three of their eight children 
had died, and Jitthe Catherine was only four years old when 
the mother died in November, 1810. 

We believe Catherine Bollender Waldsmith is buried in the 
Camp Dennison cemetery, possibly in the unmarked grave at 
the side of Waldsmith. 

In 1811, when he was fifty-six years old, Waldsmith married 
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Magdalena (Polly) Kern Custard, a thirty-three year old widow. 
Their daughter Sarah was born the following year." 


Waldsmith’s Death 


Both Waldsmith and his son John died during an epidemic 
of influenza in March, 1814. His obituary appeared in Liberty 
Hall April 12, 1814: 
| DIED at his house on the Little Miami on the 31st ult. 

CHRISTIAN WALDSMITH. An industrious, enter- 
prising citizen, he has for some years been a very 
useful member of the community—incessantly engaged 
in the erection of grist mills, a fulling mill and paper 
mill—all of which are now in successful operation and 
highly beneficial to the surrounding country. 

The notice of administration appeared in the Western Spy, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, April 26. 

NOTICE 

All persons indebted to the estate of Christian Wald- 
smith, late of Sycamore township, Hamilton County, 
either by bond, note or bank account, ‘are hereby 
notified to come forward and make payment immed- 
iately—and all persons making demands against said 
estate, are requested to bra them poranrd legally 
attested for settlement on or before the /fitth day of 
April next. Public notice is also given, that on Monday, 
the 16th of May next, will be echoed for sale on the 
farm of Christian Waldsmith, dec’d., all the personal 
property belonging to said estate to wit—Store goods 
consisting of dry goods, groceries, hardware, bar iron, 
a quantity of whiskey, two stills with the vessels be- 
belonging thereto, horses, cows, sheep, hogs, farming 
utensils, bedsteads, beds and bedding, household and 
kitchen furniture, one set of blacksmith tools, 2 wagons 
and gears, also wood work of a new wagon, rye in the 
stack, corn and rye in the mill, wheat and rye in the 
proud and an elegant eight day clock. Likewise the 
eristaull and iivelenithi shop to rent. Liberal credit 
will be viven, by giving notes and approved security- 
terms made known on day of sale. The sale to continue 
from day to day until all be sold. 

Due attendance given by 


Jno Keller ) 
Peter Bell ) Adin’s, 
Apr. 14, 1814. 
Peter Bell and John Keller, appointed adminstrators of the 
estate, property in Columbia, Cincinnati and the county, were 
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bonded at $80,000.1° The value of these would have been about 
$40,000, as it was the custom to bond at twice an estate’s worth. 

Waldsmith accomplished in this raw territory what usually 
required the energics of several men. The store, the mills and 
the church all provided a basis for the civilization that was 
soon to change the appearance of the Indians’ Jand. And _ his 
paper helped immeasurably in a critical era when without paper 
news could not have been distributed, surveyors’ measurements 
had to be carved on bark with a knife, and letters could not have 
been written ... paper is the bloodstream of enterprise. 


The name of “Montauk,” once applied to Route 126, is 


evidently derived from “Montag” — Johannes Montag, already 
mentioned as one of the earliest settlers — as the German 


pronunciation of the man’s last name would yield our American 
spelling of Montauk. 

Buckingham Road on Indian Hill quite possibly marked the 
boundary of Enoch or Levi Buckingham’s property, or per- 
haps one of their later descendants. 

“Harner’s Run,” of course, is the creek that runs through 
Camp Edgar Fopdiander. and land once belonging to George 
Harner, before emptying into the Little Miami River. 


The Peckenpaughs, the Boones, the Cunninghams, the 
Buckinghams, the Prices, and Many Others 


We have followed the Waldsmith story closely so far, but 
have no intention of neglecting those other pioneers whose 
names appeared in the roster selected from Waldsmith’s store 
records. While their industry did not bring these peonle such 
creat fame, they and their progeny have been a part of us 
ditouehout these fifteen decades. 

Starting with the PECKENPAUGHS (or Beckenbachs, or 
Peckinpaughs or Peckingpaughs — the church records and fam- 
ily Bible aren it every conceivable wav), we can see from the 
followine lists that members of the ae married Boones, 
Buckinghams, Cunninghams, and Prices, all residents of “Ger- 
many”: marrying the girl next door was handier when courting 
was done by young men who probably found their means bf 
transportation, the faithful horse, quite lazy after being hitched 
to a plow twelve hours a day. 

The first Frederick and [Elizabeth Peckenpaugh were Penn- 
sylvanians who raised eight children in Ohio. The original 
homestead was on Cunningham Road and is now owned by 
Mra. Chester Kroger. Frederick Jr. lived on the same site and 
he and his family were active in the Methodist Chureh. THe was 
one of the trustees who supervised the moving of the chureh 
lo its present Jackson Street location, His son, Charles, who 
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had a good bass voice and loved to sing, lead the singing and 
was Sunday School superintendent several times. 

You will notice that the Terwilleger brothers who married 
Peckenpaugh sisters were sons of John and Catherine Bucking- 
ham Terwilleger. The whole of that family may be seen in the 
Terwilleger genealogy. 

The CUNNINGHAMS? first purchase lay along the road 
which now bears that name on Indian Hill. William lived on the 
northern side of the road, and his brother Albert on the south. 
Albert J. Cunningham was elected to the Ohio State Legis- 
lature in 1869 where he served as Speaker of the House. His 
children attended the Methodist Sunday School until they 
moved to Cincinnati. (Continued in Appendix, Table IT). 

Two BUCKINGHAM. brothers, Levi and Enoch, sons of 
William Buckingham (a Revolutionary soldier of Pennsyl- 
vania), settled in our valley about 1789 or 1790. Levi came first 
and then sent for his brother. They owned the upper part of the 
valley across the river from Miamiville and their property ex- 
tended south to the Price holdings. A picture of the house 
originally built by Enoch Buckingham is included in this book, 


Enoch Buckingham house at the end of Myers’ Lane, also called 
the Paxton house. 


however the house itself is to a great extent torn down. Only 
the walls of the lower floor are standing at this time but this 
enables one to see the type of construction. It was a log house 
covered with claphoard on the outside and = plastered on the 
inside, There was a large fireplace in the kitchen and another 
one on the second floor just above the kitchen, 

At one time there were many descendants of the Bucking- 
ham brothers living in this area, the best known one beim Dr. 
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Alfred Buckingham. He maintained his residence and practiced 
medicine in the village until his death in 1912. He was a 
brilliant man and everyone who knew him has a favorite story 
to tell about him. 


At the present time only the following descendants of the 
Buckingham brothers live here: Mrs. Tule Buckingham Robin- 
son, lion is the only surviving descendant carrying the name of 
Becta Mrs. Florence Fletcher Pinkvoss, who is a great 
B taddanciter of Levi Buckingham through her father, Hall 
Fletcher; Shirley Quayle, grand daughter of Smith Quavle; 
and John Queal, son of William Queal. ~ 

Some members of the Levi Fletcher family (Levi was a 
brother of Hall Fletcher) lived here until 1954 when Wilbur 
and his daughter, Vonnie, moved away. (Continued in Ap- 
pendix). 


William, David and Jesse FLETCHER, natives of Penn- 
sylvania, first settled in 1791 in Clermont County, Ohio, in the 
neighborhood of Stonelick Creek. In 1801 they moved on farms 
in the same county which were later owned by Henry Balzhizer, 
J. W. Robinson and Philip Gateh. William built) and owned 
distilleries and sawmills, two industries that were always needed 
in that early economy." 


When the Fletchers moved to Hamilton County, William W. 
married Lydia Buckingham, the daughter of Levi. Their first 
log cabin was built on the homestead which is still owned by 
their grandchildren. In 1859 they moved into the farmhouse 
they had built and which is still standing. The log cabin was 
torn down later, They had ten children, most of whom are 
buried with their parents in the Miamiville, Ohio, cemetery. 
(Continued in Appendix). 

Daniel PRISCH (Price) came here in 1800 with his children, 
Nimrod, Abigail and Jeremiah. The Prices owned most of this 
particular valley north of Waldsmith’s property and south of 
Buckinehbam’s. Nimrod was established on this side of the 
river and Jeremiah was given the property just across the river 
in Clermont County. There is a story handed down through 
the family that Daniel declared he separated the two boys 
because one was a Methodist and one a Universalist and he 
wanted to keep them from fighting. 


Jeremiah and his wife became members of the Methodist 
Society organized near Milford, Ohio, at the residence of Rev. 
Philip Gatch, Mite Gav us cquloed) nibueher in this area. His 
ereat grandson, W. EK. Price of Mulberry, Ohio, has in his pos- 
session a small document licensing him as a local preacher and 
signed by W. Herr, Presiding Elder, August, 1857. On this form 
he is called an “Exhorter.” Jeremiah had 13°) children (see 
vencalogy). His youngest son, Jeremiah, Jr. was born in 1835, 
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The family crossed the river to attend services at our churcls 
as Jeremiah Jr. united with the M. E. Church at Camp Dennison 
in 1867 under the pastorate of Rev. Rutledge.

Nimrod and Rachel Peckenpaugh Price had ten children, 
all of whom must have lived for some time in the village as 
there are many houses designated as Price houses. The de- 
tailed venealogy of this branch of the family is listed in the 
Appendix. William P. Price, the youngest son, lived in town 
until he died in 19232, and is well remembered by many of the 
present residents. During the last years of his life he carried 
the mail from the post ‘office to the railroad station where ‘it 
was picked up by the Pennsylvania Railroad.’

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Chapter II 
“GERMANY” 1814-1861 


Waldsmith died without leaving a will, and in the admin- 
istration of his estate each of the PoHildren received an equal 
share of the property, His son-in-law Matthias Kugler made a 
eareer for himself in the business world, and his name is well 
known. As matters adjusted themselves, Matthias Kugler and 
his son John took over some of the mills, including the paper 
mill. Lt was then that the watermark was changed from “Miami- 
, & Co.” to “M. Kugler & Son.” The paper mill burned in 1848-

The Kugler interests gradually moved to neighboring Milford, 
Ohio, wee: the | Panis home is still a jan duce now being a 
restaurant known as “Milleroft Inn.” 


The Kugler Mill Road leads from Indian Hill to the site of 
“Germany,” following the course of a creek called “Flat Run.” 
Nearing the two cone shaped hills standing between it and the 
river, the creek turns to the right, thence to the Little Miami; 
Whereas the road bears left toward the mill site. It is to be 
regretted that an attempt has been made to change the historic 
name of Kugler Mill Road in recent years. 


The still limited means of communication spurred the de- 
velopment of railways. Notwithstanding the great need and the 
liberal granting of charters by the state, railroads suffered freely 
from abandonment and financial strangulation. In the 1840s, 
flour mills were making 100,000 pounds of flour per year along 
the Litthe Miami River, and twenty-six saw mills and three paper 
mills were operating. 


Contracts were let by the Litthe Miami Railroad Company 
for lumber for the superstructure of fifteen miles of road to 
Kugler Mills after 1837.' In September, 1840, a contract for 
the “graduation” of ten miles of road bed above Kugler Mills 
(through Miamiville) was made. 

John Kugler subscribed $10,000 to the stock of the com- 
pany on condition that the survey run within eighty rods of 
his mills. Thus, the fourteen miles beyond Milford including 
the bridge across the river at Miamiville just above Camp 
Dennison were finished and put into use December 1, 1842. 

Older residents mention that the rails originally were on a 
trestle over the valley of “Germany.” A land fill later replaced 
this trestlework. 

On the early railroads oak stringers, covered with a 5/8” 
thickness of strap iron were used as rails, The first) coaches 
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closely followed the design of the early stage coaches, with a 
double deck arrangement seating about twenty-four persons. 
The first engines were similar in constrution to those used. in 
threshing machines and weighed only ten tons including fuel 
and water. The speed of Hen craft was about ten miles per 
hour for passengers, and half that for freight, and charges were 
as high as twenty-five cents the ton mile. Even. so, the two 
trains in operation were known as “The Flyer” and “The 
Express.””” 

This railroad brought “Germany” within the sphere of in- 
fluence of Cincinnati. Rather than aiding in the development 
of the smaller community, it must have brought these industries 
into keen competition with others, because when some of the 
mills burned in 1848, they were not rebuilt. Matthias Kugler 
died in 1854; the paper mill had already been closed. ually: 
the thriving community disintegrated. Today the powerful 
diesels of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which had leased 
the rails of the Litthe Miami Company, pass through “Germany” 
without consideration of the once famous Waldsmith empire. 


We are afforded a relief from verbal description by this map 
which was entered in the Hamilton County courthouse in 1844. 
Tt is a map of “Germany,” the name chosen for the tiny town 
on Waldsmith’s land, showing some of the houses and mills, 
the railroad and the Wousier, Turnpike, which ran from Cin- 
cinnati to Columbus where it connected with the Pike built 
from Wooster.» a 


In 1843 Nimrod’ ‘Brice: Paid’ out the town ‘ef Alim at the 
southern edge ef his farm. 


Alim, now part of Camp Dennison, never materialized al- 
though some cottages used to be located along the above streets. 
The names of Pinkvoss Lane, Lincoln Road and Route 126 are 
now used on some of the old cae roads. This practice of laying 
out a town on a large land purehase was not uncommon among 
early farmers. Pleasant Plain, Ohio? originated this way.* 


The QUEAL family, while not among the first settlers in this 
community, have always been important in the church history 
as various members of this family have been mainsprings of 
the Methodist Church until recent years. Michael Queal and 
his wife, Louise Mytilla Moore, came first to Milford, Ohio, 
and bought a distillery. In 1835 they bought the Queal farm 
which is now owned by the Gant family. Heat y (W. H.) Queal 

was postmaster for many years and lived on acai Road 
(Res. No. 84, Hus. 49). George W. Queal lived on the home 
farm and later moved to California and Maria Queal Connett 
lived on the Queal farm across the road from the Indian Hill 
Water Works where Mrs. Pearl Queal and her son John are 
living at the present time. 
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John O. Queal attended the Camp Dennison School and with 
the outbreak of the war bétween the North and the South, en- 
listed in 1861, in Company G, First Ohio Calvary. He served for 
four years and was discharged as a sergeant. He and Jennie 
Buckingham were married around 1867 in the . Methodist

Church before it was moved to its present location. He and his 
family lived on the Queal farm across the litthke Miami River 
from Miamiville, Ohio. Smith B., his son, who changed the 
spelling of his name to Quayle, graduated from Ohio Wes- 
leyan University and subsequently worked on the Knquirer, 
the Times-Star, Cincinnati Post Office, the Free Press, Crowell 
Publishing Co. and the Phil Morton Advertising Co. He married 
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Emma Cottingham of Cincinnati in 1890, also a graduate of 
Ohio Wesleyan, and they were well known by many residents 
still living here. Smith Quayle knew more about the church 
than any of the recent members and it is to be regretted that 
the records which were in his possession when he died in 1943 
have disappeared. He and Mrs. Emma Quayle were leaders in the 
chureh until their deaths. He was also on the Camp Dennison 
School Board, as was Matson, his son, and he was president 
of the Symmes Township Sunday School Association for many 
years. During the veers 1°87, 1888 and 1889 Smith B. Queal is 
listed in the Conference records as “local preacher.” A well 
remembered remark of Mrs. Emma Quayle was that she liked 
it when anyone called her a crank “because a crank made 
things go.” Matson died in Mareh 1956, (See Appendix) 

The Henry STROMAN family must have been influential 
in our village, however little information can be secured about 
them. Our available records state that the first Methodist Society 
meeting was held in Henry Stroman’s cottage but it is not 
known where this was located. However, the James Stroman 
property was on the west side of Buckingham Road, and is now 
owned by Warner Atkins. James was the son of Henry and he 
and his family were active in the Camp Dennison church from 
1856 to 187L. Henry Stroman was a trustee of the Milford 
Methodist Chureh in 1818 and was a trustee of the Camp 
Dennison church when it was built in 1845. James Stroman, 
according to his granddaughter, Mrs. Robert Flinn of Indian 
Hill, was a Presbyterian minister. He and his wife Phoebe had 
ten children: Sarah, George, Henry, Martin, Alfred, Polk, 
Hattie, Almira, Rose and Phoebe Anna. Mrs. Flinn is’ the 
daughter of Phoebe Anna Stroman Printy. 

Margaret and Thomas WALSH were residents of our village 
for some years prior to the Civil War. They lived on the west 
side of the main highway near the Miamiville Bridge; their 
house later was destroyed by flood. They had four children, two 
of whom married and moved away: Ed married Martha Rey- 
nolds and Margaret married Thomas McDonough and they had 
six children. Johnny Walsh is well remembered as station agent 
for many years. He was born in 1865 and married Maggie 
Murphy from Milford. They had no children. He worked for 
the Pennsylvania Railroad all of his life, first as a watchman 
for the bridge and then as station agent. His wife preceded 
him in death by many years, and later his sister Mamie lived 
with him in the house on Cunnin*ham Road (Res. 84, Hus. 49). 
Johnny Walsh died in 1940 and Mamie then moved to the city 
where she died in 1942.° 

Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas FAUL moved here with their baby 
dauchter Julia, from Butler, Kentucky, in 1859. Rosa was born 
in the Kugler house that year. Willie, a third child, died when 
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he was sixteen. Julia, who married John Nash, died in 1944, 
Rosa married Charles EDSALL and had one daughter, Fannie, 
who married Chester Brown and lives in Lancaster, Ohio. Mrs. 
Edsall became Mr. Henry Queal’s housekeeper after Mr. Edsall’s 
death, and took over the post office in 1907. While she operated 
the post office, it was located in the home she built on Clement 
Street (No. 95, Illus. 49). She also had the library in this 
building.’

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Chapter III 
CAMP DENNISON 1861-1864 


In order to justify the study of history, we have 
only to picture the plight of the amnesia victim 
who has to find his way without knowledge of the 
past. It is obvious that to take an intelligent part 
in our society the citizen should know how it came 
to be, he should understand how its ills evolved, 
that he might seek to correct them, and how its 
virtues developed, that he might better preserve 
and strengthen them.

The next historical phase was the one which left us with 
that name which still puzzles the passer-by: Camp Dennison. 

“What kind of a camp?” is the usual query. 

The need for maintaining protective military posts in and 
around Cincinnati during the War between the States was 
obvious from its proximity to the “border,” and also because 
it would be an important recruiting center, drawing not only 
on its urban community but all the surrounding counties. 


Tt had become increasingly apparent that the industrial 
north and the “small-farmer” western states were moving so fast 
in population and productiveness. that their political influence 
would weigh against the needs of the South’s cotton economy. 
(The whiskey, pork, lumber, and flour that we noted earlier 
were being shipped down the Ohio River found a ready market 
in states where the crop had become specialized.) The South 
was in sullen fury but compromise after compromise followed | 
days ef debate and the Union held together until the outspoken 
Lincoln, who called slavery “a moral, a social and a_ political 
wrong,” was elected. In his inaugural address Lincoln was con- 
ciliatory but insistent in his intention of preserving the Union. 
Two days later President Davis called for 100,000 Confederate 
troops. On April 14, 1861, cannon spoke over Charleston Harbor. 


The records of the War Department in the National Archives 
indicate that Camp Dennison, Ohio, was established in May, 
1861, as a Depot for, the Volunteer Recruiting Service. It was 
also used as a general hospital and as a rendezvous for return- 
ing troops awaiting muster out of the service at the close of the 
Civil War. The post was discontinued in September, 1865.

Although the War Department recerds in Washinzton in- 
clude some seventeen hospital registers of the patients confined 
at Camp Dennison, these do net include reports of its hospital 
corps. There are also post returns and tri-monthly reports which 
show names of commissioned officers, whether present or absent, 
relevant remarks, together with statistical information regard- 
ing present and absent non-commissioned personnel. No maps, 
plans, or drawines showing the layout of the camp or the loca- 
tions of various buildings are to be found in the Archives. 


We can elaborate considerably on this sketch provided by 
the War Records Branch of the National Archives and Records 
Service . legend, newspaper lore and the memory of Camp 
Dennison ies a great deal more to say about this critical era. 


“Tt was on April 26, 1861, that Manager Clement. of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, went to the point... and asked the 
land holders of the immediate vicinity to meet with him the 
next day and seta rental price on their holdings. The next day 
Attorney A, KE. Ferguson, of Cincinnati, later President of the 
Cincinnati Southern Rathway Trustees, drew up the lease for 
the land to the State of Ohio. Dr. Alfred Buckingham’, then a 
young physician, leased 700 acres to the state. [tis said by some 
that the camp site was laid out under the direction of the famous 
General Rosecrans, but Dr. Buckingham said an engineer named 
Cotton, with the Little Miami Railroad, did this. He saw Gen. 
Rosecrans, then a rising officer, at the camp on one occasion. 
The first year the camp was used mainly for drill purposes, 
but after the battle of Pittsburgh Landing in 1862, a hospital 
was also established. The hospital included 70 wooden barracks, 
each 120 feet long by 24 feet wide. There were two hundred 
beds. For two years Dr. Buckingham was in charge of the 
Seventh Division hospital corps. Major Cloak, of Kentucky, 
was in charge of the hospital for a considerable time.” 


A newspaper article written by Frank Y. 
28, 1933, had’ this to say: 
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“Thirty thousand Northern lads, the majority of them from 
Ohio, received military training of a more or less sketchy char- 
acter here. This camp was by far the largest of several military 
stations devoted to the conversion of raw materials of bench, 
desk and farm into soldiers in Hamilton County.” It was or- 
ganized at the request of Governor Dennison ... the site was 
selected by Gen. W. S. Rosecrans. 

“The site was ideal for the purpose, being on a level plain 
bisected by the Litthe Miami Railroad. A turnpike ran through 
the tract, and a towering hill lent itself to the installation of 
a reservoir. 

“Considerable dissatisfaction was aroused by the necessity 
of the state paying large sums of money for the various leases. 
The camp was eventually turned over to the Federal govern- 
ment and it was then that it burgeoned into an impressive post. 

“Gen. Jacob D. Cox was the first commander of the camp 
and at the time (April, 1861) it was laid out to accommodate a 
dozen regiments. Huts were erected for the companies and the 
soldiers carried the boards on their shoulders from the trains to 
the sites shown. |The railroad siding paralleled Kilgore Rd. 
“near Lincoln|. These huts were larger structures and there were 
three or four on each side of a street at the head of which was 
the officers’ quarters. In the rear of the latter were buildings 
which ensconced the commandant and staff. 


“Tents also began to dot the landscape as recruits in large 
numbers began to arrive. The cavalry regiments were located 
in the bottoms that stretched away from the river. Some of the 
companies started to put floors and bunks in their huts and 
Rosecrans ordered them removed. The soldiers protested vigor- 
ously and the whole matter was laid before General Cox with 
Rosecrans irate because of the mild rebellion against his auth- 
ority. General Cox’s decision favored the soldiers. At the time 
of the incident the men were not armed and the camp was 
more or less makeshift. 


“Schools were established but the training lessons were 
confined mostly to marching. On May 20th Gen. Joshua Bates, 
by virtue of his seniority, became the commandant With him 
he brought his all-Cincinnati brigade, which included the Fifth, 
Sixth, Ninth and Tenth Ohio Regiments, all of which were to 
have the names of many battles in gilded letters on regimental 
colors before the war was over. 


“Measles broke out and women of Cincinnati shared the 
nursing. The Ninth Ohio was the famous Turner regiment, of 
Germans, the ‘Tenth was of Irish persuasion. There threatened 
to be Civil War within the camp itself when the Tenth decided 
that unusual zeal was being displayed by the military police 
of the Ninth in filling the guardhouse with exhilarated men of 
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the Tenth, which was commanded by Gen. M. H. Lytle. The 
Ninth was commanded by Gen. Robert McCook. Both of these 
distinguished citizens were to die in the service; Lytle at 
Chicamauga and McCook to be shot by a guerilla while lying 
helpless in an ambulance... .” 

A pump house in a shed built on the north side of the 
Waldsmith home forced water to the reservoir previously men- 
tioned. From the reservoir it flowed into pipes which permeated 
the camp. Lengths of this pipe have been dug up since that 
time always affording the excavator a thrilling reminder of 
the vast organization that formerly crowded the valley with 
the sight and sound of men at work. 


When the pumping operations were discontinued, the bricks 
lining this reservoir were removed and used in building an 
Maiaon to William Knicely’s store. 


Today the old reservoir is just a large hole on the hilltop 
surrounded by tall trees, gradually eroding and filling with 
scrub growth, but it can be seen by the energetic walker. This 
particular hilltop also gives the viewer an entrancing panorama 
of the little village, as one traces the winding Hiden and 
narrow streets eventually losing themselves beneath the deci- 
duous trees which shade the neat white houses. 


If a person standing near the reservoir ruin looks to the 
north, slightly east of where the highway bridge crosses the 
Little Miami River before entering Miamiville, he will see a’ 
very steep cliff. Beyond that hillside is the Boy Scout Camp, 
Camp Edgar Friedlander. It is said that soldiers practiced 
firing cannons from these southern hills, across the valley, into 
the other hillside nearly two miles away. We have heard the 
target referred to as “Cedar Banks” and “The Devil’s Back- 
bone.” The latter name seems to be a more fitting description 
of a jageved outline rising so steeply above the river. 

Another precipice is on the western side or the hill in- 
cluded in Camp Ross. This is gradually being covered by a 
second growth of foliage, but was bared to provide earth for 


a railroad land fill in Red Bank. 


Gallant Daniel McCook, the father of General McCook, was 
killed in the skirmish with Morgan’s raiders. Curiously enough, 
he was not in the service but was riding with the cavalry as a 
volunteer. The story of John Morgan’s wild ride eset Ohio 
directly involved Camp Dennison.* 


i July of 1863 Rosecrans was menacing the southern forces 
at Tullahoma, Gen. Burnside, in Cincinnati, was gathering forces 
lo penetrate into ‘Pennessee, Brage dispatched his officer, John 
Morgan, into Kentucky to sever communications between these 
two parties, thus delaying the possibility of attacks from them. 


Morgan, however, boneeivell thes iden, of entering Northern 
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territory to create panic-and draw after him troops that might 
otherwise be sent to reinforce Rosecrans and Burnside. orga ANG 
the river near Rising Sun, Indiana on the 8th of July, he 
arrived at Camp Dennison the morning of the 14th. The speed 
and audacity with which he acted had enabled him to pass at 
night through the very outskirts of Cineinneti with hardly a 
skirmish. False rumors and the smugness of the citizenry nearly 
defeated the foree of 50,000 Ohio Militia against a desperate 
2,000. The Militia had been summoned as Jate as the 13th: 
“AIL forces residing in Montgomery, Clinton, Warren, Fayette, 
Ross, Highland and Brown Counties, report forthwith to 
Colonel Neff, the military commander at Camp Dennison.” A 
picket skirmish ensued at Camp Dennison and the rebel forces 
burned a park of eovernment wagons, but one of their lieu- 
tenants and several privates fell prisoner to the Ohio forces. 

A newspaper article appearing in the Cincinnati Times-Star 
in July 1932 relates the story of the wrecking and burning of a 
Little Miami Railroad locomotive and three coaches near Camp 
Dennison by Morgan and his raiders. 


“J. E. Q. Maddox ... a boy of seventeen ... enlisted and 
started for Camp Dennison (from Hillsboro) running into 
Morgan’s trail on the way. He took the B. & O. train from 
Hillsboro to Loveland and started to walk six miles. to Camp 
Dennison. Near Miamiville he saw a locomotive anid three 
coaches overturned and ablaze. He discovered that Morgan’s 
raiders had just crossed the Litthe Miami River. They had wrecks 
ed the train—it was a military train carrying a band of musicians 
YOUNY from Columbus to Camp Dennison to join the army... 
He could see some of the musieal instruments burning in the 
fire. . Records at Columbus showed that the State paid the 
sum Af 8] 3,700 to the railroad company to cover the loss of the 
locomotive and three coaches. This was, no doubt, the biggest 
loss sustained in’ Hamilton County during the war through 
any Conferderate action.” 

Some soldiers, finally assembled after Morgan had gone, 
hurried by railroad after him. Other militia marched until near 
Batavia where they halted and began felling trees to hinder 
the invader in case he decided to return over the same route! 
Tt was some time before the defense was able to anticipate 
Morgaws behavior well enough to dispatch a force to block 
the road in front of him. On ‘July 26, he was finally captured 
at Salineville, and was imprisoned in the Ohio Penitentiary, 
as befittine a horse thief, wettin tiks was, as he always was ex- 
chaneing tired for fresh horses in the course of marching. One 
of these exhausted animals, probably from Kentucky, was found 
in old) Maud’s pasture at the Fletcher farm the day Morgan 
passed by. Fleteher, like everyone else, claimed reparation from 
the county for losses to the raider,’ but soon discovered he 
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had an exceptional trotting horse, and was more than ccom- 
pensated by the glossy cups and wagers he brought home 
thereafter. 

Meanwhile, Morgan and six other men were carving their 
way out of the penitentiary with table knives. A revengeful 
director had ordered that “the d d rebels be made to sweep 
out their own cells,” and as the result of such neglect the 
prisoners tunneled away. They escaped after some months, 
rode the Litthe Miami Railroad to the outskirts of Cincinnati, 
and were straightway concealed and forwarded into Kentucky. 


All of this was in vain, however. Rosecrans with 57,000 men 
was pursuing Bragg who received reinforcement, and turned 
to meet his foe with 70,000 troops at Chicamauga Creek, Ten- 
nessee, September 1-20, 1863. Bragg broke Hough the line and 
Rosecrans was forced to retreat to “Chattanooga, Gehere thomas 
took command. After weeks of bloody battle, Brage’s army was 
routed and driven back into Georgia. at a then, finally 
accomplished the advance into Eastern Tennessee to relieve the 
Unionists there, but not until after the disaster i Chicamauga.°® 


The BEARD family arrived to play an important role in the 
activities of the camp, moving from Milford in 1850 to settle 
in the eastern part of the Villars. They operated a flour mill in 
the “Germany” section and Poured five sons and four daughters: 
Sarah, William, Jennie, Gabriel, Charlotte, John, George, 
Charles and Margaret (Birdie). They also reared a grand- 
daughter who was the daughter of Charlotte Snyder. 

When war was declared, Mr. Beard built a brick house 
opposite the railroad station (Ilus. No. 49, No. 105) where he 
boarded army officers. After the war, he sold the building to 
William Knicely who kept a grocery there for many years. 

“Mother Beard” helped the village doctor, Dr. Buckingham, 
nurse the sick and wounded in the ‘ ‘Old 70 Barracks Hospital.” 
She also wrote letters home for them and was In many ways 
a great comforter. 

The Beard house burned after 1865 and then Mr. Beard 
bought the Heaton house (Hlus. No. 49, No. 83) by the public 
school. About this time he opened a blacksmith’s and wagon 
maker’s shop near the site of his ruined home and eared at 
these trades until he passed away. All of his children even- 
tually married and had homes of their own. There are twelve 
erandchildren and many great- vrandchildren of the Beards, many 
at whom live in (Cisennati: The granddaughter they raised, 
Mrs. Edw. S. Beeler, also lives in Cicinats 

During the war, Presdent Lincoln and his close associates 
visited the encampment and were guests of the Beards. The 
youngest’ daughter of the family was given the nickname 
“Birdie” by the President; she married Ambrose (Dick) 
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Alspach lee had a blacksmith shop in Miamiville for forty- 
five years.’ They had a daughter Ethel. 

William H. Queal was agent for the Pennsylvania Railroad 
during the war, as he worked for that company for thirty-six 
years. 


Our chapter on church history reveals that church services 
were not held for non-military congregations in Camp Dennison 
during the time it was a Union camp. Members apparently 
attended church in the neighboring villages, if, indeed, they 
did not move there for the duration of the war. 


The Zumstein farm was located at the end of the lane bear- 
ing that name. John Zumstein bought the sutler rights at the camp 
snr the war, paying 10 cents ope nidicconilte crounds. 
He had the sole rights to sell supplies to the soldiers, ‘and the 
buildings where Hurcontuceed ate nuance ere leeted along 
the vailrnadl track just south of Building No. 11 (Illus. 49). They 
had one son Frank who established the Cincinnati Program and 
Publishing Co. He married Jessie Warman of Goat and 
they had one daughter, Edna, who married Lawrence Her- 
schede.* For many years the Zumstein home was used as a 
summer residence only and was sold to the Ohio Gravel Co. 
about 1952. One of the sheds on the Zumstein farm looked, in 
its younger days, very much like the military post office, com- 
plete with a post window in one outer wall. It must have been 
moved to the farm after the Civil War. 


AS FOR THE DISMANTLING OF THE CAMP 


Mrs. Jessie FL Lytle testifies in a letter written to us July 3, 
195-4, that “Phe Buckineham farm and the Price farm were 
leased by the government, and they beautified it- considerably 
by setting out poplar trees where there were none, ete., for of 
course many of the forest trees were long cut down to make 
way for farming. 


“After the war closed, Nimrod Price allotted his farm land 
with some exceptions and the town of Camp Dennison came into 
being. 


“Most of the houses were made of reconstructed barracks. 
IT could name them all to you up and down the roads. The 
house you live in (140) was the house of Mahlon Price, son of 
Nimrod. The house next door (139) was the house of Brown 
(Marius Price), the next one was the house of Mark Price (138). 
The Mills family used to live there. The Sam Drake house was 
the house of Martha Price Leever (154). The one where Mrs. 
Cochran lived was the home of John Price (148). Milton Price’s 
house stood between her house and the Glazier house (149), 
and was moved down and is the house my father had and ee 
he died (115), All these houses and others besides were mostly 
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made of barracks. But not the Fry house (110) or the one next 
door (111) or the Ruff house (125) or Marcia Lucia’s house 
(136); they were built by a man named Browneyes and his 
partner whose name I do not remember.’”? 


The Secrest Monument 


Here is a ccatemporary account of the erecting of the 
granite monument on State Route 126, at the southern end of 
the village. The marker stands on a triangular plot of ground 
carefully maintained by the county roads department as a 
tiny park,

“Some headway has been made in appropriately marking 
with bronze tablets the historic spots in Cineinnati and vicinity 
so that future generations can have some comprehension of 
their significance. 


“The most ambitious attempt in this line was the erection 
of the monument which recites in durable bronze and granite 
the great military achievements that were wrought at Camp 
Dennison. 


“The monument is situated at the intersection of the Glen- 
dale-Milford Pike and Kugler Mill Road. The idea of a monu- 
ment originated with Jacob Secrest, of Cincinnati, former 
commander of the Department of Ohio, G.A.R., and former 
senior vice commander-in-chief of the national organization 
which is now slowly fading into the mists of memory. 

“In October, 1930, Mr. Secrest was one of the guests at a 
homecoming of veterans at the historic camp site and that same 
month at a dinner given in his honor in Memorial Hall he 
suggested that the Grand Army and its allied organizations 
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create a fund for the purpose. Mr. Secrest set the example by 
soliciting and acquiring contributions of money. 


“The members of the committee in charge were in addition 
to Mr. Secrest: Attorney Michael Heintz, Judge Simon Ross, 
Mathias W. Kugler (certainly not Mathias born in 1780, or his 
son Mathias born in 1821), Mrs. Anna M. Allen of the Women’s 
Relief Corps, Mrs. Ethel Chambers and James M. Hughes. 
Mrs. Allen was president of the committee, Mrs. Chambers, 
secretary, and Mr. Hughes, treasurer. The money for the erec- 
tion of the monument was contributed by the following. or- 
ganizations and relatives of some of the men who trained for 
war while in that camp: Women’s Relief Corps, Ladies of the 
G.A.R., Sons and Daughters of Veterans, the Auxiliary of the 
S. of V., Women’s Relief Corps of Milford, O., the lhusband 
of the president of the latter body, Mrs. Mary FE. Thomas, having 
been encamped there. 

[A flagpole was donated by Marcia Lucia Buckingham at 
this time but later rusted and had to be removed. | 

“The plot of ground was donated by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company and Mr. and Mrs. Henry M. Pinkvoss. On a 
beautiful Indian summer day, October 2, 1932, the monument 
was unveiled in the presence of a throng of spectators. Waving 
fields of corn and wheat now cover the territory where, in the 
sixties, thousands of young men received their training for grim 
battle on distant fronts. The bronze tablet on the face of the 
monument contains the list of organizations that were either 
mustered in or mustered out at the famous camp. A perusal of 
them plainly shows the scope of this training center. They 
follow:

GRAND VALLEY 1865-1917 


. There is at present a small village of some 
twenty-five buildings, including a church, a tavern, 
a store, a few smaller shops and the railroad sta- 
tion. The houses are generally surrounded by little 
gardens, and round about the grain fields flourish. 
On the whole it is a quiet little spot. and on the 
roads — as yet unpaved — one hardly mects a 
soul,”

haptic changed to “Grand Valley, Ohio.” However, the railroad 


clused to aecept the new name on its timetables so that the 
ee Rowe confusion had to be ended by a return to the military 
name Saat had been used until the Bes nt. 


After the closing of the camp, the farms which had been 
leased by the government were restored to their original (and 
now prosperous, if we are to believe the charges of the “exhorbi- 
tant rates”) owners. Poplar trees had been set out to mark the 
lanes in the middle of the camp. Nelle Falgner tells that) when 
her family bought the Haffenbrad] farm in 1921, she inquired 
of her father about the profusion of asters in the fields. She 
was told that when the Union soldiers had nothing better to do, 
they busied themselves planting flowers. 


A land deve ‘lopment program was begun not because of a 
housing shortage in Camp Dennison, but to accommodate the 
new commuting class. As more people not directly engaged in 
wericulture hogan to make their homes here, they rodeeahe 
trains to Cincinnati or points north, as for example to Kings 
Mills or Loveland. The schedules called for regular and fre- 
quent stops of trains at the ticket office on Lincoln Road. 

At this time some men envisaged rows of large homes sur- 
rounded by noble trees and tulty ian sopolantins the stubble 
of neglected fields and a few hardened hoofprints of a ghostly 
dainty Nimrod Price, i to the holdings of Daniel Price, 
sold his farm to speculators and the town of Camp Dennison 
came into being. ! 

MUNSON’s subdivision extended roughly from Zumsteim 
Lane on: the north to Lincoln Road on the south, separated 
from the Montauk Road by a narrow strip belonging to Charles 
Beard. Mr. Beard also owned from Montauk on the east to an 
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alley on the west, south to Campbell Avenue and north to 
Locust. 


Otto PALM had acreage bordered by Cunningham Road, 
Pinkvoss Lane, Price creel and the BRAUNEIS- HE RMAN lot, 
which was feo Kilgore east to Palm’s on the west, and run- 
ning north and south between Cunningham Road and Pinkvoss 
Lane. The DENNISON VILLAGE ADDITION was a strip of 
land along the southern side of Lincoln Road east of Montauk.’ 

Mr. Leonidas Yittle, a carpenter, came to Camp Dennison — 
to help Munson construct the houses. Before progress could 
continue, however, mistakes in the survey had to be corrected 
and a number of lots were re-purehased. The Tittles lived in 
the house built by) Charles Beard while Mr. Titthe built a 
home on the foundation of Daniel Price’s second residence, 
but it burned to the ground before it was completed. The 
undaunted Mr. Tittle, father of three, set to work and raised 
another frame immediately. This foutidation then has supported 
three buildings, an enviable record for any pile of stones. 
Inthe basement the wall supporting the fireplace is nearly 
three feet thick. 

The burning of the Tittle house points its tragic finger to a 
little appreciated fact about country living: that pumps and

wells were the only source of water. Some were public, as was 
the one below the cemetery hill, and others were on private 
property, as on Knicely’s place, or Fry’s. ‘These wells are now 
capped) but presumably still contain water. Water for every 
household need was carried by hand and in case of fire there 
were scarcely enough people to form a “bucket line.” Queals 
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on Lincoln Road, Green’s*and Longley’s on Camp, Williams’ 
on Zumstein ... all these houses burned to the ground. Many 
a frightened householder, trying to save furniture, Teiniply threw 
or carried articles just outside the doors where they were blis- 
tered and burned beyond recognition by sparks. 


Munson died before realizing his glorious suburbia. How- 
ever, a few large houses, with aphle trees and aged lawns, did 
germinate in this era of overenthusiastic land development. 
On our map of houses, they are numbered: 51, 83, 84, 110, 111

and 136. Tam sure the cliff dwellers of our modern cities find 
a measure of tranquility in these buildings whose main lines 
lead toward the sky, rather than promoting a left-right jerking 
motion and squinting necessary to delineate the neg ane 
homes of today. 


Camp Dennison Building Association 


Records for the years 1885-1886 exist with mention of 
activity in 1880. John Zumstein, the president, attended meet- 
ings infrequently; W. B. Knicely was vice president. The Build- 


ing Association was a money lending agency.* 


An old book of township maps reveals a charming “Business 
Directory of Camp Dennison” around 1870:* 
“WW. H. Queal RFR. R. Station Avent 
G. A. Simpson Dry Goods 
W. B. Knicely Plasterer 
Vosburg = Carpenter 
Wm. Beard Blacksmith and Justice of the Peace.” 
In addition to these there were the Eberhardt Bulldog Ken- 
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nels established in 1886 and the Fischer Yeast Company founded 
in 1891. 


The Granite Improvement Company 


This company excavated southeast of the Secrest Monument. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad used the earth for rail beds at the 
Undercliff Yards below Linwood. 


The Post Office 


The Post Office was at one time in the railroad depot, then 
was moved across the tracks to Clement Street (House No. 95, 
Illus. 49), then was transferred to Cunningham Road (House 
No. 84), and was then moved back to Clement Street to the 
house of Mrs. Edsall. Its final journey was to the main street 
after Ed Leiman became postmaster, and remains here unto 
the present day. 


The Taverns 


Baumheckel’s saloon was housed in the building now used 
as the Miami Valley Inn, a large building at Ulrich Street on 
the main route. 


Another tavern (at the southeast corner of the main street 
and Lincoln Road) was owned by the Mr. Tittle mentioned 
above. His manager evidently made more profits from the 
business than the owner, and the business soon shut down. 


The General Store 
was first in the building on the southwest corner of Lincoln 
and Route 126 where Mr. Hathman now lives. Ed McAfee 
bought it from Bill Cordes, who later committed suicide. Mr.

McAfee removed his business to the building it now occupies,

the son, who was not yet twenty-one). Mr. Brown and_ his 
brother ran a general store which sold everything from food to 
felt boots; he would walk from house to house AE orders, 
then deliver them by wagon. He in turn sold the store to 
Edward Leiman in 1911. The Browns opened a store in Cin- 
cinnati which they operated many years.’ 


The Library 


After the Cineinnati Library became the library for all of 
Hamilton County in ee a branch was established on Lincoln 
Road in the buildine in back of No. 11. Gol. Metealfe was in 


charge. Mrs. Edsall pins kept the library in her own home on 
Ciemain Street, 


Telephone Service 

The Citizens’? Telephone Company of Clermont County, 
Ohio, operated exchanges and furnished some telephone service 
in the towns of Batavia, New Richmond, Loveland, Milford, 
Tobasco, Edenton, Goshen and New Boston prior to 1910. Then 
their plant and equipment were purchased by the Cincinnati 
and Suburban Bell Teleponhe Company. 

In Milford, Ohio, an exchange was opened by the City and 
Suburban Telephone Association (forerunner of the present 
Cincinnati and Suburban Bell Telephone Company) on Novem- 
ber 6, 1902, at Garfield and High Streets. It served eight sub- 
scribers in Milford proper. 

By November, 1903, lines had been extended across the 
river to stations on Plainfield Pike in Hamilton County. In the 
early part of 1904 the lines were extended along Route 126 to 
Camp Dennison, connecting the telephones in the saloon of 
Prank Baumheckel and the residences of Jennie Queal and 
John Zumstein, These are the first known subseribers to tele- 
phone service in Camp Dennison.® 


Mt. Olivet Baptist Church 

The Mt. Olivet Baptist Church was established VIay 5, 1888, 
by the Negro citizens of the community. Some of the first mem- 
bers were: George, Eliza, Louis, William, Lucius. Susie, Rachel, 
Hattie and Fannie Walton, Harry Matthews, Harry, aye 
and Naney VTeaman (‘Tieman), Samuel and Etta Fox, Andrew 
and Alice Talley, Charles Worsham, Charles A. and Thomas 
Jones, Nellie and Carrie Prather, Minnie Bennett, Newton 
Brown, Silas Gilard, John Boston, Nannie Owens, Daisy Cisco, 
Blanche Steward and lorie Campbell. The first’ chureh which 
was built “below the hil? on the north side of Hfouse No. 
burned in 1894 or 1895, and a larger church, ereeted on Camp- 
bell Street in 1896, has been used by Negro congregations until 
the present. Mr. George Walton mortgaged his home in order 
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to help pay for the erection of the present church. The follow- 
ing is a partial list of ministers who have served this church: 
W. W. Smith, W. A. Chambers, Louis Burr, Mr. Simpson, 
Charles Jones, B. D.. Scott, R. H. Walker, W. P. Chapman, 
William Frazier, Karl Jones, Mr. Burgess, James. Allen, Rufus 
Turner, S. A. Brown. The Reverend Mr. R. Fincher is the 
present pastor.‘ 


Mt. Olivet Baptist Church, 1956. 


The following families moved into our village during the 
period of 1863 to 1917 and have been supporters of the Mt. 
Olivet Baptist Church. 

George WALTON, albeit a generous man, had grown tired 
of donating his free services to southern plantation owners, 
and had joined the Union army as a cook. At the war’s end he 
found himself in Camp Dennison where he remained and reared 
his children: Louis, Alice, Etta, Susan, Rachel, Kugene, Hattie, 
William, Lueius and Ralph. The others died in infaney. Louis 
for many years was Superintendent of the Orphanage in Avon- 
dale, Cineinnati, Ohio, and was highly regarded by everyone 
with whom he came into contact. He and his wife Fannie had 
five children: (1) Harold married Lula Gordon, lives in San 
Francisco and has two daughters, Frances Pitts and Lela Deane; 
(2) Morris, having spent most of his time teaching and coun- 
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seling youth, is vice president of McCall Industrial School in 
Cincinnati, and since his retirement from actual teaching owns 
and operates the Sohio Filling Station on Route 126, which 
service station his father and mother had built in 1932; (3) 
Harriette (Lyda) Henderson is dietitian and does some cater- 
ing. She has one daughter who is a social service worker in 
New York City. (4) Louis G. is deceased, and (5) Lena Boyd 
has a son George and a daughter Peggy. The second child of 
George Walton was Alice who married Andrew Talley and 
who had one son, Roscoe. The third child was Etta, the wife 
of Samuel Fox. They lived for many years in EHouse No. 12, 
Tlus. 49, and had four children, Ray, Anna, Leroy and Alice. 
The fourth child was Susan Dent. Fifth was Rachel whose first 
husband was Stewart Jones and whose sons were Earl, who 
still lives in Camp Dennison in House No. 91, Illus. 49, and 
Gerrre who lives in Cincinnati. Rachel married secondly George 
Prather and their daughter Medell lives with her father next 
door to the Mt. Olivet Baptist Church. The sixth child, Eugene, 
married Clara Worsham and had two children, Eugene and 
Geneva. Seventh was Hattie Fletcher who had one son Virgil, 
and eighth was William whose daughter Ariel Drake is married 
to a minister in Chicago.® 

Wiliam WORSHAM came here as a boy with his family 
from Ripley, Ohio, probably around 1880. In the early 1900's 
he married Zella Tucker. Their family consisted of Gladys 
Mundy, Cincinnati, Ohio, who has one daughter; Charles who 
has three sons; Alfred, Walter and Philip who live on Camargo 
Pike out of Miamiville, Ohio: William, San Francisco; Florence 
Cooper, New York City; and Lena and Paul who are deceased. 
Philip has four children.® 

One of the oldest residents of our village is Bill CISCO, 
whose father, Crawford Cisco, came to this part of the country 
prior to the Civil War. During the war he worked for the 
Zumstein family. Following the war he married Liza Martin 
and they had four children, two of whom died young. Bill 
has lived here all of his life and for the past few years, his sister, 
Georgia Findlay, has also lived here. Bill says that his father 
came from Oklahoma and that he is a full blooded Cherokee 
Indian. Morris Cisco, a brother of Crawford, also lived here 
and his son, Charles (‘Tompie), lived here until his death. Lucy, 
the widow of Charles, is now in the Home for the Aged in 
Cincinnati.!" 


Ksther Cisco BROADUS was born in Camp Dennison and 
lived here with her aunt, Birdie Cross, on Ulrich Street until 
she moved to Cleveland, Ohio prior to the First: World War. 
She later married Marshall Broadus and in 1938 they moved 
back to our village where they bought House No. 53 (Ilus 49). 
Mr. Broadus died in July 1955." 
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Robert BENNETT and his family moved here about 1912. Six 
of their children lived here as children: Ferguson and Robert 
who are not living; Bill who has one daughter and lives in 
Madisonville, Cincinnati, O.; Henry who lives in New York; 
Mary, whose daughter, Patsy Grant, lives in Hamilton and who 
has three children; and Hester who is married to John Fer- 
guson and lives in House No. 95 (Illus. 49). Hester and John 
have four children, Charles who lives in Cincinnati, Philip 
who is attending Central State College at Wilberforce, Ohio, 
Nancie and Elaine who are still in school at Indian Hill. 
Another daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Bennett is Leontine 
Hathman who with her husband and son lives in House No. 15 


(Illus. 49) .1° — : 
Eliza and William DAVIS came here in the early 1900’s. For 


many years they were employed at the Miami Boat Club in 
Miamiville, Ohio, and Liza’s culinary skill is very well known. 
William died in 1940. Mrs. Davis still lives in her home on 


Campbell St. (House No. 96, Illus. 49) 13 


William FRAZIER and his family also came here in the 
early 1900’s. Mrs. Frazier and two of the daughters, Ruby and 
Thelma, are now deceased. The other children are as follows: 
Joseph lives in Loveland; James in Cincinnati and has one 
child; Dorothy Stancil, who graduated from Ohio State Uni- 
versity, was a WAC during World War II, and a former teacher, 
lives in Philadelphia; Bessie Richmond lives in Boston; Elsie 
lives in Cincinnati; and Mary Alice and Richard live here in 
their house on the corner of Lincoln and Route 126 (House 


No. ol, Hilts. 49). 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES 


The following sketches are of the families inhabiting Camp 
Dennison between 1863 and 1917. Some are notable as pro- 
prietors of businesses. Others lent their names to our streets 
(now paved). A few led lives of public service. 

Dr. ABBOTT was a colleague of Dr. Buckingham’s in the 
post-Civil War days, around 1888. He lived where Morris 
Walton now lives (No. 99, Hus. 49).2° 

Mr. and Mrs. William ALLEN had a dairy at the corner of 
Kugler Mill and Camp Roads ... and Camp Road was for years 
called “Allen Road” from Kugler Mill to. Lincoln, and Price 
Street the rest of its length. They did not have any children but 
reared Josephine Linville who is married and living in Oroville, 
California, Mr. Allen was Methodist Sunday School Superin- 
tendent from 1897 to 1908, before moving to Franklin, Ohio; 
Mrs. Allen played the chureh organ and taught Sunday School." 

David and John ANDERSON came here as young men and 
worked on the Peckenpaugh farm. Another brother, Charles, 
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was in the Navy and did not live here until his later life, when 
after a few years he died. David married Dora Gash from 
Milford in 1907 and they lived for years in the house on the 
corner of Camp and Cunningham Roads where Elva lives at the 
present time. (IIlus. 49, No. 137). They had six children: 
Caroline is married to Frank Reindel and lives in Cincinnati. 
They had one adopted child who was accidentally killed 
when he was nine. Charles is married to Amanda Harper and 
lives in Mason, Ohio; they have two boys. Mildred is married 
to George Bowen and lives in Madisonville, Cineinnati, Ohio;

they have two girls and one boy. Lawrence is in the service and 
is married to Marian Maphet. Elva is married to Harold (Boots) 
Maphet and lives in the Anderson home; she has one boy and 
two girls. Klva is active in the Primary Department of the 
Sunday School. Jean is married to Marlin Patton, has one boy, 
and lives in Mt. Sterling, Ohio.2” 


John Anderson married Edith McAllister from Camp Denni- 
son. The McAllisters lived in one of the houses below. the 
Knicely property along the railroad track, houses which have 
been torn down. They had three children. Edward is married 
to Mvelyn Stevens and has six children. Permelia is married. to 
Jess Anderson (Buck) from Miamiville and had four children: 
Marjory, John Edward, Raymond who was drowned in the 
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Little Miami River a few years ago, and Cindy. Permelia and 
Jess perform a very necessary and appreciated service for the 
village, collecting waste. Marjory Dunn is divorced from her 
husband and lives with her mother in the old John Anderson 
home on Clement St. (Ulus..49, No. 93). She has two datighters 
Irene and Georganne.'* 

Joseph M. and Amy BARRERE lived on the Quayle farm 
for approximately 15 years following 1913, after which they 
moved to Milford, Ohio, where Mr. Barrere later became Mayor. 
Mrs. Barrere died in 1917, They had six children: Harold, who 
is married to Mabel Prather and has one daughter, Ruth; (short- 
ly after their marriage they lived on the Pinkvoss property in 
Camp Dennison, and Mabel’s two children by a former marriage, 
Marie and Robert McCammon, went to school here); Gerald 
(Gary) and Dorothy Barrere have one daughter Wilma; Roy 
and Mary have a son Miles; Donna is married to Harry Eveland 
and lives in Terrace Park, Ohio — they have two sons, Clarence 
and George, both of whom are married; Arnold (Tom) and 


Norman Little, Rolf Pinkvoss, Johnny Walsh, Henry Pinkvoss and Duff Boles 
in front of Knicely’s Store. About 1916. 


Mary also live in Terrace Park and have one son Billy living, 
their other son, Thomas, having been killed in an automobile 
accident in 1954; Mary Barrere is married to Marcellus Chandler 
and lives in’ Milford -- their two children, both married, are 
Donald and Amy.!” 

John and Elizabeth Casper BAUER moved here about 1907, 
(Their house is No. 7, Thus. 49). Bill Bauer married Josephine 
Walters and had three boys and a girl, and lived on the Queal- 
Gant farm. Two of his children, Bertha and John, died of 
diphtheria within two days in 1922. His other sons, Wilbur and 
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Charles, went to school in Camp Dennison. Wilbur died in 
recent years. 

Charles Bauer’s first wife was Rose Wolfer and they had 
four boys and three girls. He is now married to Josephine 
Benken, who is also a former resident of Camp Dennison. 

George Bauer is married to Irma Wulfeck. Velma Bauer is 
married to Ray Specker and lives in Terrace Park, Ohio. They 
have two sons, John Raymond who owns a drug store in Dayton, 
Ohio, and Robert Winton who is an officer in the army. Velma 
and Ray have five grandchildren. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Bauer died in her daughter Velma’s liome in 
her 72nd year. Mr. John Bauer died in 1932.°° 

Mr. and Mrs. August (Gus) BENKEN came to Camp Denni- 
son in 1909 to take care of the dairy for Mr. Pinkvoss. They 
first lived in the frame house between the two stone houses 
and in 1915 lived in the Waldsmith home. They moved to 
Milford in 1927 and Mr. Benken died there in 1928. Mrs, 
Benken died in March 1956. They had eight children: William 
is married to Helen Haley and had one daughter; they live in 
Milford. Bernard (Bernie) is married to Grace Oligee, lives in 


Telegraph Station on Pennsylvania Railroad, early 1900's. 
Chester Bodley in door. 


Milford and has six children; their daughter Laura is married 
to James Miller and lives in Camp Dennison. Josephine is mar- 
ried,to Charles Bauer. August (Gus) lives in Bellevue, Ken- 
tucky; he is married to Matilda Schmidt and has one boy and 
one girl, Edward is married to Evelyn Motz and lives in New- 
town, Ohio; they have nine children —- six girls and three boys; 
three of Edward’s daughters have become nuns and are teachers. 
Edna is married to George Motz and lives in ‘Terrace Park; 
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they have twelve children — seven boys and five girls; her 
oldest daughter is also a nun. John is married to Virginia Meyer, 
who lived in Camp Dennison with her mother, father and sister 
Rita; they have four girls and one boy and have a greenhouse 
in Wyoming, Ohio. Herman is married to Marie Cook and has 
three boys; he owns the Lockland Florist’ Shop, Lockland, 


Ohio.*! 
Conrad BROWN came to Camp Dennison about 1868. He 


was a cooper, and before coming here he worked on the Cin- 
cinnati-Covington Suspension Bridge. The house they lived 

(Illus. 49, No. 113) is composed of two sections. The southern ‘ 
half was moved from the “Germany” section, and to this Mr. 
Brown built another wing. At one time the southern half was 
a bakery, and in the wall of the basement there is still an oven. 
A saloon was kept on the north side. After Mrs. Rosina Brown 
died, Mr. Brown married Theresa Steidle Southworth who had 
a daughter Sarah. Conrad Brown died in 1898. (See Wart- 


naby).*° 


Mr. and Mrs. Chrif BRUNNER and their family settled on 
the Allen farm on Camp Road in 1907, and lived there until 
approximately 1926, They had six children: Elsie, who is now 
deceased, married Joe Mintkenbaugh; Mabel is married to 
Howard Brooks and lives in Indian Hill, Ohio — they have two 
boys and one girl; Cora is married to Eli Cox and lives on 
Shawnee Run Road near Milford — they have a boy and a girl; 
Charles who died in 1956 was married to Nellie Pueket) and 
lived on Eight Mile Road in Anderson Township, Hamilton 
Co., Ohio —- they have four boys and two girls; Clarence is 
married to Mary Florey, has two boys and one girl, and lives 
in ‘Terrace Park; epee is married to Ruth Peckeupaurt and 
has one son. Clarence operates the Cities Service Gasoline 
Station in Terrace Park.*° 


Alfred BRYANT worked for the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
moved to Camp Dennison with his wife Ella about 1890. Their 
house was on the west side of the road near the Miamiville 
bridge, but they moved to Miamiville when the 1913 flood 
ruined their home. Two of their daughters, Margaret Hooler 
ard Clara Timpe are deceased. The other diehiar Rose, is 
married to James Holmes and lives in Loveland, "alten: She has 
five daughters, all married. William Bryant, case is married to 
Elsie Applegate, meh two sons and two daughters but lost one 
son in World War Tl. Arthur is married to nes Hessler and 
has seven living He Both William and Arthur live in 
Loveland. Clara Timpe had one daughter and one son.** 


The BUSH family lived in Dr. Buckingham’s house on Wash- 
ington Street. There were five children, Fred, Mara, Mamie, 
Eddie and Hattie, as shown by the Sunday School records of 
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1870. Mrs. Bush was a good friend of Dr. Buckineham’s wile, 
and it was when they moved that Dr. Buckingham bought 


this house (Tllus. 49, No. 236). 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles BOYD moved here about 1912. After 


living on the Paxton farm and the Allen farm, they moved to 
Cunningham Road (No. 150). Mr. Boyd’s mother, who lived 
with them prior to her death, was born and raised on Indian 
Hall, Ohio, and attended chureh and school in our village prior 
to the Civil War. Mr. Boyd’s father was inducted into the Union 
Army in Camp Dennison. Mr. and Mrs. Boyd had two children: 
Clifford married Eva Rahn and, after her death, married Mary 
Graves McShane. He and Mary had one daughter. Clifford’s sister 
Edna is married to Ed Howard and lives in Columbus, Ohio. 
Their son Jack died while a small boy. Their son Robert is now a 
minister in Columbus?* 

Frank BAUMHECKEL owned and operated the saloon on 
Route 126 off and on from 1902 to 1928. From 1917 to 1920 
he ran a service station. He is now 86 years of age and is a 
patient in Drake Memorial Hospital, Cincinnati, Ohio." 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry BORGERDING bought the Beard house 
on Cunningham Road in 1915. Mr. Borgerding and Mr. Schwey 
(Mrs. Borgerding’s father who lived with them) died within a 
couple of days of each other in 1918 during the flu epidemic 
and they had a double funeral. Mrs. Borgerding’s sister, Emma 
Schwey, also lived there until her marriage in 1927 to Mr. 
Goerig, after which she moved to Woodlawn, Washington. In 
1933 Mrs. Borgerding also went to Woodlawn and died there the 
following year. 


Helen Schwey CARTER, a daughter of Mrs: Borgerding’s 
brother, moved here in 1944 with her husband, Harry, when 
they bought House No. 147 on Daniel Street. They have one son, 
Harry Francis, who lives at home. Helen’s mother, Mrs. Rose 
Schwey, and her brother, George Schwey, also live with them. 


When Mr. and Mrs. George CASE came here with their 
granddaughters, Gertrude and Emily Case, they first lived on 
the Peckenpaugh farm on Cunningham Road. They later moved 
to a location across from the village grocery on the highway, 
into a house which has been removed. Mr. Case was struck and 
killed by an automobile as he walked home from Milford one 
night in 1922. Mrs. Case died some years later after she had left 
Camp Dennison. Gertrude is married to Norman Little. Kmily’s 
first husband was Joseph Lello and they had one son. After 


Mr. Lello’s death she married Russell Ferguson who died in 
1955. She lives in Fairfax, Ohio.** 


At one time two GCOCHIRAN. brothers lived here. Charles 
came with his wife Eva Blackburn and family in 1889. His wife's 
father, James Blackburn, and brother, Willis, lived here prior 
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to that time. Mr. and Mrs. Charles Cochran had nine children: 
Dart who is married to Eminence Morris, has two children and 
lives in Blue Ash, Ohio; Jim who died during World War I 
with flu; Florence who was married to Clinton DeMar of 
Maderia, Ohio and who is not now living; Arch who is married 
to Ruby Fullen and had three children, two of whom are living, 
and who lives in College Hill, Cincinnati; Mary who is the 
widow of Clint Smith and lives in House No. 66 (Illus. 49) ; 
Chris who lives in Blanchester, Ohio, is married to Lenora 
Davis and who has six children; Eva who was married to Amos 
Wells, has four children and who lives in the old home; and 
Hilda who died in 1925 in her 17th year. Three of Eva’s children 
are also living in Camp Dennison now: Dorothy McQuiddy, 
Evelyn Drusell, and Lawrence. Both Charles and his wife died 
in 1933. Mrs. Cochran was killed at the railroad crossing by 
the old Queal farm on Route 126 between here and Milford.22 

Fred Cochran and his wife Eva came here in 1914 or 1915. 
Mrs. Cochran when widowed continued to live in their home 
(House No. 148, Illus. 49) until her death in 1953. They had 
two of their several children with them when they lived here: 
Zella married Clarence Woodruff and died in her early twenties. 
Hazel died while still very young. 

The COMPTON house was the building which is now the 
Miami Valley Inn on Route 126 (No. 63, lus. 49). This prop- 
erty was purchased by Rebecca Compton from William and 
Eliza Beard in 1869. A younger Compton family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Compton, lived in House 85 (Illus. 49). Their three 
children were Oren, Lillian and Theresa. Gladys Compton, 
Frank’s sister, was secretary of the Sunday School in 1884. 
Oren’s son, Oren Jr. now lives in Norwood, Ohio.*” 


Henry CORDES and his family came to Camp Dennison 
about 1887. He maintained a grocery where Hathmans live 
(House No. 15, Hus. 49). They had eight children: Fanny, 
Kmma, Ida, Charles, Will, Harry, Anna and Clara. Anna died in 
infancy. After the death of his first wife, Mr. Cordes married 
au Mrs. St. John. Will Cordes married Florence Adamson (a sister 
of Mrs. Bert Jackson) and they had three children: Floyd, who 
is remembered around town as a boy when he lived with Mrs. 
Edsall, and who now lives in New York; Herman, who died 
of spinal meningitis; and a baby girl who died at birth. Mrs. 
Cordes died during childbirth. Will Cordes some years later 
took his own life.” 


Clara Cordes was an active Methodist and sang in the church 
choir. She married William Winkelman and had one daughter 
who is not living. Mrs. Winkelman has three grandchildren 
and nine great-grandchildren. 


Addie Drake, who was a sister of Sam Drake, was married 
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to George CULLOM. They lived in the cottage back of House 
No. 11 (Tlus. 49) on Lincoln Road, then later moved to House 
No. 54. They had one daughter, Fannie, who now lives in 
Oroville, California. Her first husband was Ed Lewis and they 
had two children, Lloyd and Alice. Lloyd is now married. to 
Alice Green and lives in Oroville, and Alice married Ralph 
Bolt and had three children. She died several vears avo."” 

Samuel and Emma DRAKE lived for many years on Camp 
Road, (House No. 154, Ulus. 49). Of their four children, Pearl 
married Willard Rich, Lillian married a Mr. Ward, Minnie 
married Charles Peckenpaugh, a descendant of the early settler; 
Mr. and Mrs. Drake’s only son, Charles, was killed in a hunting 
aceident while still a young man. After Lillian’s death, her 
daughter, Kdna, lived with her erandparents until she died at 
the age of six in May, 1917.°3 

Charles and Lillie DAUGHTERS lived in the Waldsmith 
home for three or four years prior to 1911, while they worked 
on the Pinkvoss farm. They had five children: Effie who lives in 
Milford; Charles who is married to Dorothy Martin and has a 
son and a daughter; Irene who is married to Ralph McAfee, 
lives in California — both her children died; Arthur is married 
to Betty Clark, has two daughters and lives in Milford, Ohio.*4 


Mr. and Mrs. Arthur DOTY were the erandparents of 
Arthur Lewis and Howard Brown and his brothers. The Doty’s 
lived for some years on Route 126 near the tavern. After Mr. 
Doty’s death, Mrs. Doty married a man by the name of opie 
(Taupe). In 1903 her dauehter and her husband, Mr. and Mrs. 
William BROWN moved here from St. Louis. They had five 
boys, Clarence, Arch, Chester who married Fannie Edsall, 
Howard and William. In 1905 Howard bought the grocery store 
from Ed McAfee and ran it until 1911. Mrs. Taupe died at the 
Brown home on Lincoln Road. In 1912 the Browns moved to 
Cincinnati where Howard and William had a vrocery. Both 
are now retired.*° 


Mr. William EBERHARDT came here about 1886. At his 
home on Camp Road (House No. 155, Hlus. 49) he kept kennels 
of prize Enelish bulldogs. (See Walls. ) 

Melissa and Laura ELLIOTT were ereat-granddaughters of. 
John Elliott who settled near Remington, Ohio prior to 1800. 
Besides these two women, who lived in Camp Dennison until 
their deaths, there were their sister Mary Vesta who died in 
Miamiville, Ohio, in 1893, and brothers James S. who died in 
Camp Dennison in 1915, and Arthur who married Adaline 
Jenifer and lived in Kansas City, Missouri, until he returned 
here after retirement. Members of the Elliott family are buried 
in Evergreen Cemetery, Miamiville, Ohio." 


Mr. and Mes. Joseph PAUL bought the Newbigeing property 
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in 1915. Years later they sold the farm to the Ohio Gravel 
Company and moved to House No. 82 (Illus. 49). Mr. Faul was 
a trustee of the Methodist Church for many years. They have 
one daughter, Velma, who is married to William GANT, and a 
eranddaughter, Sue EHen. Their home is also on Route 126. 
Velma is now an officer of the Women’s Society and of the 
Sunday School and William is a trustee of the church.** 


August W. and Fredericka Wolf FISCHER came to Camp 
Dennison in 1891 from Terrace Park, Ohio. They had two 
children: Minnie Luthy, and Herman who married Mary Ann 
(Mamie) Taylor in 1903. Miss Taylor had lived with Alice 
and Joseph Gregg since 1896. The Fischers lived in House No. 
110 (Illus. 49) on Lincoln Road and made yeast which was 
distributed throughout the United States. The yeast house was 
later inhabited by Hereward Fry’s chickens but then the Frys 
donated it to the Methodist Church which moved it to the 
church ground. It is now the Community House where the 
Sunday School and Women’s Society meet."* 


Herman and Mamie FISCHER had two children, August 
William who married Vernice Britt, Nellie Lewis’s ¢rand niece, 
and who has five children; and Henrietta Fredericka who lives 
in Hillsboro, Ohio, with her second husband, Vernon Hi. 
Seaver.*® | 


Samuel FORWARD is mentioned both in the church records 
and Sunday School records. He was a trustee of the church at 
the time it was moved in 1868. Hattie and Emma Forward are 
also mentioned as Sunday School students. They lived on the 
main highway where Wesley Rahn lives (House No. 3, Hlus. 49). 
There was a Forward who had a grocery in the building 
back of where Brumagems live on Lincoln Road at the railroad. 
Whether it was Samuel or Rollin, who is buried in the Camp 
Dennison cemetery, is not known. The name of Rollin Forward 
was taken from the gravestone and sent into Robert Ripley’s 
“Believe It or Not” and published. 


Hereward and Lucinda Hutchinson FRY bought property 
on Lincoln Road about 1911, Hereward was the son of William 
H. Fry, the noted wood carver and teacher at the Cincinnati 
Art Academy. Mrs. Fry was the sister of Susie Buckingham. 
They had no children of their own but raised the niece of Mrs. 
Fry, Gladys Hutchipson. Mr. Fry was a trustee of the church 
as well as a trustee of Symmes Township for many years. He 
died in Camp Dennison in 1950 and is buried in Evergreen 
Cemetery, Miamiville, Ohio. Mrs. Fry is living with Gladys 


(now Mrs. EF. W. James) in Florida. The Jameses have one son.*” 


Mr. and Mrs. Sylvester FRY and their two sons first lived 
in Camp Dennison from 1910 to 1912 in a house on Clement St. 
until the house burned down. They moved back to the Buck- 
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ingham farm in 1922. Allan Fry is married to Ethel Falch and 
lives in House No. 154 (Illus. 49), property which they bought 
from the Benkens in 1937. They have one son, Allan Jr., who 
married Lucille Langford from Camp Dennison and they have 
one daughter and one son. Norman and Audrey Fry live in 
Montgomery, Ohio. They have two boys.*° 


Mrs. Margaret GLAZIER was a widow when she came to 
Camp Dennison in 1870 with her two children, William and 
Margaret, and bought the house on Daniel Street where her 
erandson still lives (House No. 149, Illus. 49). When her son 
William married, he moved to Cincinnati. He and his wife had 
seven children and they visited the grandmother frequently. 
Her daughter was born about 1870. She married Louis Adams 
from Milford and had two children: Louis who lives in the old 
home; and Frances who was married to Nick Cosby of Terrace 
Park. Frances and Nick had a son and a daughter who are 
both married and have families. They were divorced later and 
Frances died in the homestead several years ago. Margaret 
(Midge) Glazier Adams died at home in 1954.*} 


Charles A. and Mary S. GREEN moved to the village about 
1885. They had nine children who were active in the Methodist 
church until they moved to Milford. Nat now lives in Chicago. 
Lila, who wed Henry Wesche of Branch Hill, Ohio, and Lizzie, 
the wife of Alva Rybolt, are both dead. Delia and her husband, 
Magee Adams, live in Milford. Ollie is married to Wright Erion, 
lives in Columbus, Ohio, and has five children, Lillian, Jack, 
Laura, Wright Jr. and Donald. Charles, president of the Sperry 
Gyroscope Company, resides in New York City. Alice married 
Lloyd Lewis, a very active member of the Methodist congre- 
vation, and they live in Oroville, California. John, who lived 
in Knightstown, Indiana, and Alma who lived in Oroville both 
died in 1955.4? 

Joseph and Sophia HAFFENBRADL came to Cincinnati 
from St. Joseph, Missouri, and thence to Camp Dennison about 
1890 and bought a farm on the southern side of “town.” The 
house they built for themselves is the one the Falgner family 
inhabited until 1956, when all the acreage was sold to invest- 
ment interests. Mr. Haffenbradl, a German immigrant, operated 
a dairy.** 

The Porter HANCOCK family came to Camp Dennison in 
1915 when Mr. Hancock was first employed as a teacher at the 
publie school Mr. and = Mrs. Hancock and their daughters, 
Minnie and Leona, were enterprising church members until 
the family moved to Cincinnati, after Mr. Haneock’s retirement. 
Minnie and Leona, both graduates of Miami University, have 
continued teaching; Minnie is at Concord school, Pndian Pll, 
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and Leona teaches remedial reading at the Fairfax, Mariemont 
and Plainville schools, Hamilton County, Ohio.‘ 


Mr. and Mrs. Benson HARTZELL moved here and bought 
the property on Kilgore St. (House No. 127, Illus. 49) some 
time between the end of the Civil War and 1874 when their son 
William was born. Mr. Hartzell came from Pennsylvania and 
Mrs. Fannie Hartzell’s family came from Maryland. Mr. Hartzell 
was a typesetter on the old Commercial Tribune, after which 
he and his son published the daily Law Bulletin and Reporter 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. They later published a weekly paper in 
Loveland, Ohio. Mrs. and Mr. Hartzell had four children: 
William who is married to Clara Prell and who had one son 
Wallace and one daughter Lillian; Laura Huddleston who had 
two sons and two daughters; Anna; and Clarence. Anna died 
in 1940 and Laura died several years ago.‘® 

Mrs. HEATON, grandmother of Fred and Lou Anna RAD- 
CLIFFE, reared the two children. She was Mrs. William White- 
lock’s sister. The Heatons built a home on Cunningham Road 
(No. 83, Tllus. 49). Mr. Heaton was killed by a train, and the 
gravestone in the Camp Dennison cemetery bearing the name 
and date “Daniel Heaton, 1875” is probably his. Heaton Street 
runs from the main highway to Center Street. A Hannah 
Radcliffe is mentioned in church records and Lillie and Mary 
Radcliffe had parts in a school program of 1875.*° 


Frank and Adelaide HODGES came to Camp Dennison in 
1890 and settled on Zumstein’s farm. They had two children: 
Belle, who married John Sullivan in 1903 (Belle is now de- 
ceased and John lives in Georgia); and Pearl, who married 
Henry Youngblutt in 1902. Mr. Youneblutt died in 1942. and 
Mrs. Youngblutt and daughter Edith moved to White Oak, 
Ohio in 1946, where her younger daughter and son-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. T. P. (Pat) Coughlin, live. Mabel Youngblutt Coughlin 
has a stepdaughter, Annabelle, and a son Robert.‘ 


Frank Hodges’ second wife was Alice Beckelheimer, and 
their son ‘Tom married Genevieve Jones. They lived in Camp 
Dennison for some years before moving to Cincinnati. Their 
daughter, Virginia Hodges. Cunningham of Hyde Park, Cincin- 
nati, has three children.*’ 


John and Catherine KINNEY moved from Cincinnati to 
the village in 1870 and later moved to the Fletcher farm which 
they bought. Mr. Kinney was a proof reader on the Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune. Vhey had three sons — George, John and 
William, who all became newspaper men, George and John in 
Cincinnati, William in New York. William’s son, Harry, is with 
the New York Post. John married Mildred Newton of Miami- 
ville and they had eight children. There were two daughters: 
Margaret married Hall Fletcher, son of Wo. W. Fletcher, and 
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Catherine married Ennes Dawson of Loveland. She, at the age 
of 92, is the only surviving member of her brothers and 
sisters, and still lives in Loveland, Ohio. After the death of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kinney, the farm was bought by Hall Fletcher. 
Mr. Fletcher served both on the Camp Dennison School Board 
and the Indian Hill District School Board. 


Very little is known of the A. J. KIZER family. They lived 
in the Fry house on Lincoln (No. 100, Hus. 49) and their 
children were active in the Sunday School in 1870 and 1871. 
Among other children there was one son, Charles, who married 
Cora Ludlow who lived across the street in House No. 107 
(Illus. 49) with her parents and brother Edward. A. J. Kizer 
was Justice of the Peace in Symmes Township in 1878, 1879 and 
1880 and was Secretary of the Camp Dennison Building Asso- 
ciation in 1885 although his son Charles acted as Seeretary 
pro tem. 

William B. KNICELY was born November 1, 1834. It is not 
known when he first moved here but he married Nancy Skinner, 
the daughter of Archibald and Elizabeth Stacy Skinner, on 


Pennsylvania Railroad Station. 


September 4, 1867. She operated a store in the frame building 
in the rear of the brick building which W. B. Knicely later built 
and used as a store. In the later store, Mrs. Knicely used to 
make ice cream and sell it; they also sold coal, rice, groceries 
and general merchandise. Mrs. Knicely died November 21, 1908, 
and W. B. Knicely died March 19, 1916. They had two sons -—— 
Alexander U. S. Grant Knicely and William Archibald Knicely 
who died in 1934, a bachelor. Alexander (Eck as everyone 
called him) married Edith (Ida) Rohde on April 4, 1911, and 
they had one son Kenneth, Kenneth and his mother are still liv- 
ing in the Knicely property on the corner of Lincoln and Clement 
St. in back of the former store which was closed in about 1943.4% 
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The John LANG family lived in the house on the hill in 
the rear of the Adams property from 1915 to about 1922. Of 
the children, Earl is married to Frances Vitello and lives in 
Ft. Lauderdale, Florida. They have three children living, two 
girls and one boy. Allan and Robert live near Newtonsville, 
Ohio, and are not married. Catherine is married to Elbert Wood 


and lives at Williams Corner, Ohio.*" 


Mr. Fred LEE VER was a school teacher from 1910-1914, 
living on one side of the double house at Kilgore and Jackson 
Streets. At the time he and his wife lived here they had three 
children; Maynard, Eugene and Anna Louise. Dorothy, Jane, 
Robert, Ruth and Lloyd Richard were born later. At the time 
of writing, Lloyd (Dick), his wife Virginia Farley Leever, and 
daughters Pamela and Barbara Amn, are living on Camp Road. 
Dick was Sunday School Superintendent and Virginia was a 
teacher in the primary department of the Sunday School.*! 


Mayme and Fdward LELMAN came to Camp Dennison in 
1911 when they bought the grocery store from Howard Brown. 
They operated the store until 1937, when it was transferred to 
two nephews, John Krome and Robert Lewis. The Leimans 
again had charge from 1940 to 1947 when Ed Leiman retired 
and John KROME bought the business. Mr. Krome and_ his 
wife, Marie Gadinski Krome, and two daughters, Karen and 
Jeannine, live ina new home on Washington Street. Mr. Leiman 
became postmaster in 1914 and it was then that the post office 
came to its present location. Mr. Leiman died by his own hand 
in 1950. Mrs. Leiman and her mother, Mrs. Hershle, live in the 


brick house south of the store, which the Leimans built in 
1924.°? , 


Arthur LEWIS? father William was a house painter and he 
and his wife Laura and their family, came here about 1895. 
They lived in the Beard’s house (No. 83, Illus. 49) (Besides 
Arthur, there were Ed, whose first wife was Fannie Cullom, and 
Alice who married Joseph Gregg and had four offspring: Laura, 
Sue, Charles and Joseph.) Arthur married Nellie Tittle and lived 
in the Tittle homestead, raising their two children, Hazel and 
Richard. Hazel’s first husband, Arthur Wogenstahl, died in 
Our Lady of Mercy Hospital after a short illness; she had three 
children: Allan, Carol and Elaine Wogenstahl; she is now 
married to Kugene ROBINSON. Richard Lewis married Beverly 
Flick and has one daughter, Nancy Kay.” 


Mr. and Mrs. John LITTLE joined us about 1880. Mrs. 
Little’s father, William Stewart, was the brother of W. B. 
Knicely’s mother, They first lived in’ the building behind 
Knicely’s store, Their two sons, Melvin and Norman, were born 
here. Before long, Mr. Little built a house to the south, very 
near the railroad (House No. 9, Tus. 49) and another child, 
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Hallie, was born here. Melvin wed Lizzie Fritz of Milford; both 
perished in the “flu” epidemic of 1918. Norman married Gert- 
rude Case (See Case); their son, Howard, and Lois Barts Little 
live in Kenwood, Ohio, with their two children. 


Hallie Little married Frank Armacost and had two children, 
Beryl and Richard. They lived in the Little homestead until 
moving to Oroville, California, in 1945. Frank died in July, 1955, 
and Hallie still lives in Oroville with Dick. Beryl is married to 
Ross Ingle Greves and lives in Houston, Texas. She has one son.*4 


Shortly after the closing of the Camp here, Cyrenius 
LONGLEY bought the property on the north side of Kugler 
Mill Road extending from the railroad to Camp Road. He had 
been mustered in the war into the 11th Ohio at Camp Dennison 
and was discharged here and liked the area so well he bought 
the property. The Longleys had three children: Harold, Lilien 
and Cyrenius Jr. (Rene). Harold was organist in the church in 
1869-1870 and 1874; he had one son, Cyrenius Jr. married Lou 
Hutchinson and had two children. Lilien Baylis had one son 
Willard and they moved back to Camp Dennison in 1905; she 
was later married to a man named Hatcher whom she divorced: 
Lilien and her father lived for many years in House No. 156 
(Hlus. 49). Willard married Bea Startzman and they lived here 
until they moved to Wenatchee, Washington. Mrs. Lilien Baylis 
Hatcher died there in 1952. Mr. and Mrs. Willard Baylis had 
three children, Willard Edwin Jr. who was killed in World 
War II, Robert Eric, and Mary Penelope Wooton who lives in 
Springfield, Virginia.®° 


Different members of the Charles McAFEE family have 
lived here several times. The family originally moved here in 
1891 and lived in the old Paxton house. The house was then 
nearly a hundred years old. It was a log house covered by 
weatherboarding. There were six children. Ed was first married 
to Myrtle Shively and they had two children; after her death 
he married Nettie Brown Willing; Ed later bought the grocery 
store from the Cordes family and moved it to its present location. 
The second son was Frank who married Edith Potter who lived 
on the Zumstein farm; they had one son, Chester, and a 
daughter, Roma Brill; Chester’s son, Jack, and his wife re- 
cently lived in Camp Dennison on Lincoln Road (House No. 44, 
Illus. 49) but have sold to Robert and Catherine Greene Bur- 
roughs. The next child was Maud who was first married to Bay 
Dennison and then to his cousin, Gus Dennison; she lives in 
Milford and has no children, Laura married George Armstrong 
and has two daughters and one son. Eva is married to John 
Cosby and lives in Florida; Eva says that she was born during 
the 1893 flood and Dr. Curry of Milford floated over the fence 
in a boat in order to get to the house. Clyde is married to Ida 
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Scott and also lives in Florida; they have one girl and three 
boys. The McAfee family moved back to Afton, Ohio, in 1894 
but returned here about 1899, moving again in 1906. After a 
good many years, Mrs. McAfee and Eva came back here again. 
They built House No. 142 (Illus. 49) on Camp Road in 1922 
where Mrs. McAfee died in 1934. Mr. McAfee died in 1908.°° 


Mr. James H. McGOHAN was a school teacher here in early 
1900’s. His brother and sister-in-law, George and Flora MeGohan, 
lived on the Queal farm and were active in the Sunday School. 
Another brother and sister, Clem and Annis, lived here years 
later on the Buckingham farm on Cunningham Road, at the 
end of Camp Road. Clem was accidently injured by a shotgun 
while hunting in 1931. 


George and Agnes MARSH lived in House No. 97 (Hus. 49) 
on Clement St. in the late 1800’s. They had four daughters. 
Lela was a school teacher here and taught many of the local 
residents who are still living; she is now in the Methodist 
Home for the Aged in College Hill. Erma was also a school 
teacher. There were two other daughters, Lida and Elizabeth. 
They were active in church work and Erma played the organ. 


After Mr. Marsh died they moved to Milford, Ohio.* 


While the MEYER family did not live close to the village, 
their children attended school in Camp Dennison and_ they 
were well known, Joseph Henry Meyer was a recruit at Camp 
Dennison during the War and about 1865 purchased the farm 
al the southwest corner of Buckingham and Cunningham Roads. 
His nine children were (1) Louise, who died in infaney; (2) 
Joseph, who married Ella Metz; (3) Henry; (4) Mary; and 
(5) Anne who remained single; (6) Frank who married Ida 
Jergens; (7) George who married Laura MeGrath, and who also 
lived on Cunningham Road; (8) Lille, who married Harry 
Buckingham of Miamiville; (9) Elizabeth who married Cliff 
Oliver. 


Joseph and Ella Metz Meyer bought the Cunningham farm 
on the northeast corner of Buckingham and Cunningham Roads 
about 1909 and lived there until they moved to Lebanon, Ohio 
about 1930. Their children attended the Methodist Church and 
David, the youngest son, went to school here. Of Joseph’s three 
children, Joseph Jr. is married to Ruth Cooper and lives on 
the farm at Lebanon; Ruth married George Whitaker and 
lives near Mason, Ohio; David is Regional Executive of the 
Boy Scouts of America for the South Central Region, is married 
to Marie Zeisler and has three children: David, Frank and 
Betty. They are living in Memphis, Tennessee.** 


Mr. William MILES was an engineer on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and he and his wife lived in House No. 138 (Hus. 49) 
on Camp Road for many years. The Mills had two children — 
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Etta, who married a man named Knott, and Walter who also 
worked for the railroad. 


Percy and Callie MOORE first lived in the double house at 
Kilgore and Jackson Streets in 1925. They moved to Goshen, 
Ohio in 1939, and at the present time reside in Gano, Ohio. 
There were seven children in the Moore family. (1) Claude 
Moore married Lena Bauer and with their daughter lives in 
Madeira, Ohio. (2) Walter Moore’s first wife was Roberta Bauer 
(a sister of Lena). He is now married to Sybil Geihl, they have 
two boys and live in Price Hill, Cincinnati, O. (3) Edward is 
married to Lou Swigert — they have two girls and live in 
Hamilton, Ohio. (4) Ida Mae married Edward Pearson, has 
a boy, and lives in Sharonville, Ohio. (5) Howard Paul is 
married to Dorothy Wardwell and lives in Maud. Ohio. They 
have two boys and one girl. (6) Robert married Betty Miller, 
lives in Sharonville, and has one son. 


(7) Grace Moore married Ivan Wallace PIERCE, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Pierce, who moved to the village in 
1926. There were four children in the Charles Pierce family, 
two of whom, Lillian and Wallace, lived with their parents in 
Camp Dennison. Lillian is now married to Bramble Cowdry, 
has three children, and lives in Terre Haute. Indiana: she 
yraduated from Bethesda Hospital School of Nursing. Grace 
and Wallace Pierce lived in the Pierce home on Route 126 
(House No. 62) until 1942 and are now living in Sharonville, 
Ohio, with their boy and girl. 


The Moores were always popular in Camp Dennison and 
they took active interest in the Methodist Church. The five older 
children were married by the Rev. Eugene Riffle, minister of 
the church for 22. years, and the children of Grace, Claude and 


Mdward were also christened in the church.” 


Mr. Joseph MUNCHENBACH, a native of Germany, changed 
his name to MINTKENBAUGH when he became a citizen of 
this country. He built a log cabin on Galbraith Road, in what 
is now the village of Indian Hill. Their five progeny were Fred, 
John, Caroline Mintkenbaugh Peteler, Dora Mintkenbaugh 
Meyers, and Elizabeth Mintkenbaugh Enders. Fred married 
Jennie Waits from near Newtonsville, Ohio, and occupied the 
old home. 


Fred and Jennie reared nine children. (1) Carrie who is 
married to William Weigel and has five children; (2) Joseph 
who was married to Elsie Brunner, now dead; they raised a 
niece, Anna Marie Brunner; ($3) Anthony who is married to 
Mary Fath and has two children; (4) Elizabeth (Lizzie) who 
is married to Joe Green and has eight children; (5) Henry 
who is married to Eleanor Smith; (6) Jacob (Jake) who was 
first married to Margaret Cribbert, later married her half sister 
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Laura; (7) Emma who married William Seyfried and has three 
children; (8) Lillie who is married to Robert Schwartz, lives 
next to the homestead site on Galbraith Road, and has one 
daughter; (9) Edna who is married to Robert Nolin, and has 
two daughters, Juanita Curee and Colleen.°° 

Frank and Caroline Mintkenbaugh PETELER came _ here 
about 1889. Their four children were (1) Lillie who died in 1906; 
2) Anna, also deceased, who married Paul Schnetzer and who 
had three children; (3) Elsa who married Daniel Weber, had 
two boys and is living in Florida; and (4) Frances who married 
Harry Eigher and is now living in Terrace Park. Her husband 
died in 1949. Mrs. Frank Peteler died in 1925 and Mr. Peteler 
in 1934. Daughter Frances was at one time church organist in 
Camp Dennison."! 


After John Henry NELCAMP’s death in 1908, his family 
moved to Bethel, Ohio, after having lived here since 1900. ‘The 
three children were: Ruth, who married Charles KE. Jeffries 
and lives in Covington, Kentucky, has three children and seven 
erandchildren:; Robert, now deceased, had one son; and Hazel 
who wed Lorin Daugherty, lives in Bethel, and has a son and 
a daughter.°” 


W. P. OHARA was well known around town, although we 
have not been able to gather much authentic data about 
him. He worked in the Cincinnati Post Office for a number of 
years, taught school here at one time, taught in the Sunday 
School in 1871, and lived here until his death in 1909. He owned 
a great deal of property and at some time owned the three 
lots which the the church bought from the Queals in 1930. It 
was his idea to exeavate a cellar beneath the church and install 
the furnace, but it is believed Charles Peckenpaugh did the 
digging. Mr. O’Hara made some sort of saive that would cure 
anything, and sold it from house to house. His housekeeper 
was named Mrs. Buchanan. Whether he had a family, no one 
seems to remember. He is buried in Miamiville, Ohio. 


Henry FF. and Meta PINKVOSS moved to Camp Dennison 
from Cincinnati in 1881. In 1884, they moved from the village 
to the farm they had purchased just south of the village where 
he operated a dairy. The Pinkvosses had three children: Rolf, 
Henry VL, and Elsa. Mrs. Pinkvoss died in 1890 and Elsa in 
1994 at the age of 10. Mr. Pinkvoss’ mother, Mrs. Dorothea 5S. 
Pinkvoss, lived with them and died in 1909 at the age of 89. 
Mr. Pinkvoss continued to live on the farm until 1919 when 
he sold it to Mr. Ragland. He then moved to the village proper 
where he died in 1921, His son, Rolf, a veterinarian for 4b years 
until his retirement in 1954, graduated from the now extinet 
Cincinnati Veterinary College (which was not affiliated with 
the University of Cincinnati) and married Florence Fletcher; 
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they have always lived in. Camp Dennison. Henry M., who is 


with the County Engineer’s office at the Hamilton County 
Courthouse, married Edna Sanders, who died in 1940; Henry 


lives in Milford. The one grandson, Henry F. Pinkvoss, Rolf’s 


son, married Kathryn Edwards. They live near Mt. Washington, 
Ohio, and have two children, Richard and Joan." 


Mr. Pinkvoss was gifted with that German quality of mind 
that still amazes us with tales of his utterly unmperturbable 
nature. His words were often so very sensible that they made 
already ridiculous situations positively hilarious. As one story 
«oes, two inebriated men returning along the “Montauk Road” 


Mr. Henry FE. Pinkvoss and Mr, Joseph Haffenbradl, 


were having a particularly difficult: time traveling because a 
thick fog had sprung up from the river. As they passed the deso- 
late Kugler house, Hans said to Fritz, “My G—., I can’t make 
it home tonight. ’m going in Pinkvoss’ old warehouse here 
where itis dry and try to sleep until: daylight.” Whereupon 
Hans stageered in and Fritz staggered on, Hans found a stair- 
way, and was able to climb it before he toppled to the floor 
and fell asleep. Presently he awoke, straightened his cap, and 
returned to the street, where he met Mr. Pinkvoss, dressed as 
always with white shirt, tie, and walking stick, making his 
morning tour of the farm. 


“Good morning,” cried Hans, “T have spent the night in your 
vacant building, sleeping on the floor.” 


“Ach! How stupid!” grunted the older man in reply. “Yust_ 
yesterday I had a fine bett moved in dat upstairs, vor die hired 
man dat is comink today.” 


Theodore TELGMANN and his sister, Meta, were the nephew 
and niece of Mrs. Meta Pinkvoss who came to live with her in 
Camp Dennison after the death of their own parents. Theodore 
married Estella. Davis and lives in Newtown, At one time he 
owned a large wholesale grocery in Cincinnati, Meta married 
Chester Bodley (of Loveland) —— both are deceased. They had 
one son, Theodore, who lives in Tulsa, Oklahoma. He and his 
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wife, Virginia Evans Bodley, have three daughters, Ann, Kay, 
and Sandra.*# 


Lillie Fischer also lived with the Pinkvoss family. She mar- 
ried Stanley POND — both are deceased. Her son, Walter, is 


married and lives in Hamilton, Ohio.® 


Theodore RAMMLER came to live with the Pinkvoss family 
in 1903. He joined the church in 1904. He married Clara Rein- 
hart. They have three children, all married: Two girls, both 
Sunday School teachers, one boy, who is a minister. Mr. 
Rammler also teaches a Sunday School class in Bromley, Ken- 
tucky.”° 


Louise Pieper came to Camp Dennison in April 1895 and 
made her home with Mr. Pinkvoss and his family. She married 
Herman SCHROEDER, now deceased, of Cincinnati. They had 
one son, Lawrence, and two daughters — Katherine (Sue) 
and Thelma.” 


Louis PINKVOSS (a relative of Henry F. Pinkvoss) and 
his wife Dorothea, moved here from Cincinnati and owned a 
house on Lincoln Road. Their daughter, Emma, married T.eo 
Brand, a member of the Cincinnati Comoheun Orchestra. Of 
their two children, Leo Jr. has been a violinist with the Cin- 
cinnati orchestra more than forty years, and Emma married 
Gus Doll and lives in Toledo, Ohio. 


The building where Miss Bessie Thompson and her father 
lived on Pineeln Road (House No. 14, Mhus. 49), was originally 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. William REESE who operated a little 
dry goods store in the house. 


The ROBINSON family, parents and seven childrn, came to 
Ohio from Kentucky in 1880. (1) Tom was married to Annie 
Gaskin and they had four sons, Lloyd, Charles, Clifford and 
James. They lived in Milford ip many years and both died 
there recently. 


(2) Sam married Lillie Buckingham and had three off- 
spring: Olive (who died in her teens), Julia and Edward. Julia 
married Carl Volkman and lives in Hyde Park, Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Their son Lee is married and lives in Ca cnmnti and their 
daughter Lois lives at home and teaches in the Cineinnati 
schools. Edward’s daughter, Jean Anne Reeves, is a music 
teacher in the Cineinnati public schools. 

(3) Lee Robinson’s wife, Julia Buckingham, still lives on 
Buckingham property north of the village. Their two sons are: 
Harry, who lives with his wife, Evelyn, and son in ‘Terrace 
Park; and John, who lives with his mother, together with his 
wife Verona and David and Jack, sons of a former marriage. 


(4) Khias Robinson married Ida Denman. (5) Jim Robin- 
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son’s wife was named Alice. (6) and (7) The sisters Lizzie and 
Mlora married Dick Thayer and Joe McKinsey respectively.” 


Mrs. Alice RUFF and her husband lived at the corner of 
Jackson and Kilgore. There were two Ruff children: J. Aylett 
(who died when a young man) and Ella. Ella first married Ed 
Greenfield, and later a man named Edwards. She died of cancer. 
They were active in the church and Ella left the Methodist 
organization $1000 upon her death in 1922. 

The SHIVELY family lived on the Buckingham farm in 
early 1900’s when the children were small. They Men removed 
to Miamiville but two of the grandchildren are now living here 
again, There were seven children: (1) Kate Kelch who has five 
children; (2) Hazel Motsinger who has two; (3) Myrtle who 
was married to Kd MeAfee. had two children and who died 
young; (4) Everett flestased) ), Who had three children; (5) 
L. Ellsworth who was killed by an automobile in 1943; (6) 
Kzra; and (7) Ben who married Margarette McGuire and lived 
for some years in the big Queal hetee near the Miamiville 
bridge. They had one son Stanley who did not live long, and 
two daughters. Margaret is married to Charles SC HMIDT and 
lives in Giouse No. 162 (Hlus. 49). Phey have four children —— 
Cheryl, Bonnie, Charles at Steven. Juanita, the other daughter, 
is married to Kugene TINGLEY and they also live on Camp 
Road. They have two sons, Kim and Michael. Both of these girls 
and their families are a big asset to the community and the 
church." 


Sarah SOUTHWORTH, the daughter of Mrs. Theresa 
Brown, married Karl WARTNABY in New York in 1908 and 
they came back here to live. They bought the house on the hill 
(No. 153) from the W. P. O'Hara estate, the same year their 
daughter, Violet: Virginia, was born. Mr. and Mrs. Wartnaby 
were later divorced. Violet attended the University of Cincin- 
nati and had two daughters by her first husband, Bernard Skor: 
Sally who died wile still a baby and Jeanne who graduated 
froin Indian Hall High Sehool in 1955. Violet oid Bernard 
were divorced and he died not long after. She later married 
Robert Greene, former school teacher."! 


Leonidas L. and Harriet Delany TITTLE came here in 1875 
with three children: Ella, Alice and Nellie. Ella married 
Thomas BURCHILL, a descendant of one of the pioneering 
families. His home was on a farm south of the village where 
the Gants now live. Ella and Thomas had eight children. Willie 
and Elsie died as children and Harry dial when twenty-one. 
The married names of the other girls were: Alice Sellers, Naney 
Britt, Ella Tate, Harriet’ Kroger, and Jenny ‘Teitke. Naney 
Burchill Britt had two daughters, Vernice and Pearl. Vernice 
is married to William Fischer and has five children. 
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Alice ‘Tittle married George MeGinnis and had one child 
who died while quite young. We Dieieiean arsed rthiie | “OWI 
(see Lewis family). 

Mr. and Mrs. ‘Tittle and their daughters were mainstays of 
the Methodist Church and this interest continues today with 
their descendants who still live here. Mrs. Nellie Lewis and 
Hazel Robinson work with the Women’s Society, and Allan 
Wogenstahl is currently church organist.’? 

Dr. Jacob THEIL was a resident of Camp Dennison a short 
time. He lived at the corner of Cunningham and Route 126. a 
house now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Joe Faul.** 


George and Anna WAITS moved here in 1907 and lived in 
House No. 140 on Camp Road until they died in 1923 and 1924. 
They are buried in Miamiville. They had six children, two of 
whom are living in Camp Dennison at the present time, Ella 
Mae who is the widow of Clair T. Yeager, and Audrey who is 
married to William F. (Fred) Eggers and who has one son, 
William Jr. Helen played the organ and piano in the church 
for many years, she is married to Frank DeAngelo and lives 
in Hyde Park, Cincinnati Ohio; she has two children, Barbara 
Ann Crump ed Frank Jr. Harry is married to Irene Breyer 
and lives in Buffalo, New York. Laura is the widow of George 
Burroughs and ieee in Norwood, Ohio; and Frank, who is 
married to Eva Wharton and has one daughter, Margaret Ann, 
lives near Mt. Orab, Ohio."! 

Mr. and Mrs. Bert WALLS came here in 1912 to go into 
business with William Eberhardt. However, this proved un- 
satisfactory and they purchased from) Mrs. Ravices the house on 
Lincoln where Mrs. Walls still) lives. They bred, boarded and 
showed cocker spaniels and beeame highly respected by dog 
fanciers of greater Cincinnati, Mrs. Shattuck, Mrs. Walls’ 
mother, lived a, them before her death. Bert Walls died 
few vears ago. 

Richard ber Nettie WEBER owned the house which Doro- 
thea Dority now owns along the railroad track (No. 10). 
Their daughter, Nellie Weber Conklin, lives in California. 
Their son, Dick, died when a small boy. They also raised a niece, 
Edna Thompson, who married Cecil Reese.” 

Mr. Edward WILEY with his family moved here in 1902. 
There were four children in the family. Minor now married to 
Mildred Siefert, lives in Milford and has one son, Ronald. 
Helen, the wife of Fred Grau, had four children, Helen Eliza- 
beth, Otto W. who was killed in World War Il, Fred Jr. and 
Mildred) Virginia. Harold) graduated) from) Denison University 
and completed his medical studies abroad, is now an obstetrienan 
and lives in ‘Terrace Park, Ohio; he is married to Mary Moore 
and has one daughter. Mildred is the wife of Ray Cannon and 
lives in Los Angeles, California. They have two sons, Douglas 
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and George. The Wiley family regularly attended church and 


Sunday School and were very active in the musical activities 
of the church.” | 


Mr. and Mrs. William WHITELOCK lived in House No. 155 
(Illus. 49). Mr. Whitelock was the successful bidder when the 
Methodist church was moved from below the hill to its present 
location. His brother Ed lived in the Price house which stood 
between House No. 148 and No. 149 (Illus. 49). Mrs. William 
Whitelock had two daughters, Katy and Millie Barnett. Katy 
married a Mr. Ginn and had a daughter Katie, who was raised 
by her grandmother. Millie married Hamilton C. THOMPSON 
and they lived in House No. 139 on Camp Road; they had one 
son Orville. Mr. and Mrs. Thompson were active in church work 
and at one time Mr. Thompson was Sunday School Superin- 
tendent, After his first wife died he married Polly Doll but 
they had no children. H. C. Thompson’s father lived in House 
No. 99 on the main highway where Morris Walton now lives.78 


Mr. kK. BE. WILLIAMS was a school teacher here in 1898, 
He had a son Rae and a daughter Ada. His sister-in-law, Anna 
M. RIGGS, lived with them while teaching school in Wash- 
ington Heights (now Indian Hill). The whole family attended 
Sunday School regularly. Miss Riggs was also active in church 
and was organist for some time. 

Tke WILLIAMS and his wife lived on Daniels St. (House 
No. 148). Their four sons were William, Stanley, George and 
Everett. Across the street from the Williams’ lived Daisy Han- 
nah, her mother and two sisters. When Mrs. Hannah died, Daisy 
went to live with the Williams family, After Mr. and Mrs. 
Williams were divorced, Ike and Daisy were married and had 
one son, Joseph, who is an attorney in Cincinnati.”

THE METHODIST CHURCH 
“The World, the Devil and Tom Paine! 


Have done their best but all in vain,

Early American saying. 


The first meeting of the Methodist Society in our village was 
held in the cabin of Henry Stroman in 1806. According to a 
talk made by Smith B. Quayle at a rededication of the chureh 
on Avril 25, 1926, Peter Cartwright, a well known circuit rider, 
called “The Preacher on Horseback,” preached at that meeting. 

It is believed that this Methodist Society was an outgrowth 
of the Milford church, which was first organized in 1797. For 
purposes of organization, the General Conference had _ listed 
the Methodists of Clermont and parts of two adjoining counties 
as belonging at Milford and in 1805-6 was considered to have a 
membershin of 750. It is probable that the members of the 
Society at Big Bottom (which was the name used by Christian 
Waldsmith) were counted in this membership. 

In fact, the Trustees’ Minute Book for the Milford Church 
on the date of February 16, 1818, lists Henry Stroman as being 
chosen to be a Trustee of the Milford Church. 

After 1806 Methodist church services were held in homes, 
the Kugler School House on Kugler Mill Road (now Galbraith 
Road) and various places. There is a church building shown 
on the map of the village in the year 16-4. However, this church 
was a log building erected by Mr. Waldsmith soon after his 
arrival here and where he preached on Sundays. His father was 
a minister in the German Reformed church in Pennsylvania 
and it is reasonable to assume that this was a German Reformed 
church. Mr. Waldsmith was very active in this church, not only 
preaching but teaching religion during the week. Prior to the 
Civil War, there are records indicating that this church was 
still standing but no services had been held there for some 
fifteen years and the members had joined what was called the 
“Milford Methodists.” 

During the early years of the Methodist Chureh in this area, 
the work of the church was carried on by itinerant ministers 
alled Circuit Riders. Because of the extent of territory covered, 
the circuit rider came infrequently = many weeks clapsing 
between his visits. During that interval, services were conducted 
by a “local preacher.” He worked six days a week, as other 
men did, and then preached on Sunday. 

During the period from 1800 to [816 the Cireuit Rider re- 
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ceived $80.00 per year and traveling expenses. If they were 
married, the wife received an annual allowance of $80.00. Each 
child up to the age of 7 received $16.00 per year and for a 
child from 7 to 14 years of age, $24.00 per year. 

Although he may have been Jax in attending “local preach- 
ing,” the pide Methodist never missed his Quarterly meeting 
when the itinerant preacher and the presiding Elder came — 
and sometimes even the Bishop. These meetings lasted two 
days, and it was a great time for “visiting.” 

Preaching began on Saturday at 10 or 11 o’clock in the 
morning. A short service was held in the afternoon, after which

the Quarterly Conference was convened, On Sunday morning 
the Love Feast was held, conducted by one of the preachers, 
and about TL o’clock fhe principal sermon of the Quarterly 
mecting was preached by the Presiding Elder, followed by a 
sermon, and then perhaps by an exhortation. The sacraments 
of baptism and the Lord’s Supper were usually administered 
at the close of the morning services, though sometimes deferred 
till the afternoon, At night there was again preaching —- gen- 
erally followed by prayer meeting, exhortation to repentance, 
collects for penitent seekers, and stirring hymns.? 

The later camp meetings were an evolution from these gath- 


erings. Epworth Heights, near Branch Hill, is the one best 
remembered in this area. 


There must have been such a meeting at our church in 1857 
as in the Bible on the altar in the church at the present time 
there is a peneil notation signed by Wm. Herr, who was Pre- 
siding Elder of the East Cincinnati District from 1855 to 1858, 
as follows: 

“W. Herr was born in Hagerstown, Md., March 9, 1806. 
Born again by the spirit of God, Sep. 25, 1827. This morning, 
May 30, 1857, in Love Feast for Madisonville Charge, my soul 
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rejoices in God my Saviour, and through the blood of Christ 
hope for everlasting life. Glory to God we have a good meeting. 
May the Lord pour His spirit on the church.” 


Going back to our local church, there was a permanent class 
meeting organized in the early church with Henry Stroman as 
class leader. Isaac Ebbert was the traveling preacher and ac- 
cording to the Conference Minutes he was assigned to the 
Georgetown Circuit. 


In the list of preachers and circuit riders appearing in the 
Appendix, preachers are listed for both the Milford and Madi- 
son, or Miami Circuits, inasmuch as it is believed that, although 
separate services were held in our village, the loeal Society, 
until the church was built’ in 1845, was not considered as a 
separate entity by the Conference and was thought of as part 
of the Milford chureh. Hence the expression of earlier records 


as “Milford Methodists.” 


The next authentic record is of a meeting called in Kugler’s 
School House May 10, 1845. Continuing Mr. Quayle’s speech, 
we read: 

“At a meeting of the committee Henry Stroman, Eleazer 
Campbell, James Simmons, appointed by the third Quarterly 
Conference of Madison Clone Ohio Conference, to estimate 
the cost of a new church proposed to be built at Kuglers. All 
members present. The committee decided a suitable church 
could be built for nine hundred dollars.” 


Then follows, “At a meeting held at the residence of M. 
Kugler on aie the L5th of May, 1845, the following persons 
present: M. Kugler, E. Campbell, Jeremiah Price, Sith Buck- 
ingham, H. Stone T. Keith and H. Paekard. The following 
persons were duly appointed Trustees for the Methodist Church 
at Kuglers. John Kugler, Jeremiah Price, Kleazer Campbell, 
Henry Stroman and Sith Buckingham. The Trustees assembled 
resolved to forthwith circulate a paper for the purpose of 
securing funds to build a church on a lot already deeded to 
the hoard afetrietes by M. Kugler for that puropse. They 
further resolved to meet at Rorelece School House on Saturday 
next to let out the building nrovided a sufficient amount had 
been obtained by that date.” 


The next report shows men had speed in those days. “At an 
adjourned meeting of the Trustees held at Kugler’s School 
House on Saturday, May 24th, 1845, the following present. 
E. Campbell, Henry Stroman, Smith Buckingham, and EK. Ebbitt, 
the latter in the chair. The members reported eight hundred 
dollars subseribed. This being a sufficient amount they let the 
house. M. Kugler was present and proposed to build the house 
for one thousand dollars, which offer the Trustees accepted. 
They also appointed EK. Campbell and Henry Stroman a com- 
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mittee together with Mr. Williamson (M. Kugler’s builder) to 
arrange a plan. They to pay him five hundred dollars on or 
before the 20th of August and the balance on or before the 


21st of November 1845.” 


Mr. Quayle was quoting from the old church records which 


were last in his possession and unfortunately have been lost 
or destroyed. 


His speech continued: 
“The complete subscription list is recorded in the old book. 
Tt is a roll of honor of that day, containing 153 names. Mathias 


Kugler who gave the lot and contracted to build the church, 
heads the list for $200.00. Down near the end of that honorable

list I find the name of John Kugler, son of Mathias, who gave 
$200.00. The Kugler family gave the lot, built the church, and 
wave nearly one half of the estimated cost in cash.” 

The church was located on the east side of Milford-Glendale 
Road (Rt. 126) below the cemetery hill, where the public 


township pump was located. The well is still there but there 
is no pump. 


Mr. Quayle continued: “The Methodist Society worshipped 
in this church until the old order had completely changed. 
A great war had been fought and won by the North. Kugler’s 
was forgotten in the new fame and glory of Camp Dennison. 
Many buildings and residences at Kugler’s were bought by the 
Government and moved to Camp Dennison.” 
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During the period that the training camp was here, it is 
possible that no church services were held for the residents 
of the village. Nathaniel C. Callendar, a member of the Milford 
Quarterly Conference, was appointed by the Cincinnati Con- 
ference to serve as Chaplain of the Army at Camp Dennison 
in 1863, 1864 and 1865. 


This conclusion is reached because of the following: 


During the fifties, in the Annual Conference Minutes of the 
Cincinnati Conference for the Madisonville Circuit, a detailed 
collection for missions is listed and the following names 
appear under the name of Germany: Mrs. Nancy Buckingham, 
J. Price, S. Buekineham, H. Stroman, H. Leever, Susan Price, 
Lydia Umphlet, and Elizabeth Price. 

In 1856, 1857 and 1858 the following names were added, 
under the name of Germany: J. Turney, S. S$. Umphlet, Maria 
Buckingham, Miss A. Stroman, J. Gest, J. C. Fogleman, J. 
Stroman, J. S. Price. Jane Buckineham, Mrs. Turney. Mrs. EF. R. 
Shults, Miss S. E. Shults, G. W. Shults, Miss R. J. Shults, Miss 
E. C. Shults, Phebe Stroman, T. Wiley, Nanev Fitzwaller 
(Fitzwater), E. S. Pollock. G. S. Pollock, Silas Riggs, R. S. 
W’Calmont, H. G. Wasson, Eliza Ware, Margaret Gest, Samantha 
Ware, Jane Queal, Elizabeth Turney, John Oueal, W. 5. Lever, 
G. S. Rinner, Paul Riggs, James Denison, N. Buckingham, D. 
Cotton and H. Staman (may be Stroman). 

However, in 1862, Germany is not listed, but Miamiville is 
and familiar names appear as donating to missions: J.D. 
Leonard, J. Price, Mrs. Harrison, J. Gest, S. Buckingham, Mrs. 
Price, John Woodlief, S. Woodlief, W. D. Courts, P. Day, J. H. 
Thompson, N. Sanders, Naney Fitzwater, and Maggie Fitzwater. 

In the conference of 1866, however, a new charge called 
the Camp Dennison and Indian Hill was formed and N.C. 
Callendar was appointed as preacher. At the conference of 
1867 this charge made the following report: 47 members: 1 
death; 42 probationers: no baptisms: two churches: probable 
value of property $2500.00. 

In 1868 under the Madisonville charge we are listed as Camp 
Dennison and the following people donated to missions: Rosa 
Stroman, Sarah Price, Mrs. Riggs, W. Warbleton, Mrs. Forward, 
A. Stroman, Mrs. Buckingham, Miss M. Quail, Mrs. Simpson, 
G. Stroman, F. Burdsall, S. Buekingham, J. Price, J. Quail, J. S. 
Vosburg, William Beard and S. Simpson. In 1871, the following 
additional names appear: Mrs. Kiser, John Sullivan, W. Brown, 
Mr. Kiser, James Armstrong, George Simpson, Dan Reddy, 
George Quail, Joe Sugart and C. Buckingham. 

Going back to Mr. Quayle: “Turning the pages of the old

Enrich J. Brauneis on June 3, 1868 by the Trustees, namely 
Smith Buckingham, Jeremiah Price, Hiram Leever, Frederick 
Peckenpaugh, William Beard, George A. Simpson and 5S. S. 
Vosburg. This deed is in the church records, 

The specifications were recorded June 9th, 1868. 

“To all whom it may concern, Sealed proposals for bids 
will now be received and closed Saturday, June 3th, 1868, for 
the removal of the Methodist: Ghurch now loeated on a tot 
belonging to the Chureh. ‘Po be taken down, moved and rebuilt 
on lots 39 and 40 in Herman and) Brauneis Subdivision im 
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Camp Dennison. To be completed at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The following will be strictly adhered to; and the bid 
to be given to the Mawar responsible bidder. We reserve the 
right to reject any and all bids. 


“Original building, 28 feet wide by 38 feet lone to be re- 
builded with an addition of ten feet to be added to the length 
of the building. Entire new roof on building which shall project 
18 inches with boxed moulding finish. Entire building to be 
newly weatherboarded. Building to be painted with three: coats 
of paint mixed with oil and white lead. Shutters to be painted 
-green. The interior to be plastered with a three coat finish, 
The doors now in old building to be made new. The inside of 
the Church to be altered with new style pulpit, with pillars 
for lights at each side of the platform. Eight new seats to be 
made fourteen feet long to be placed four on each side of the 
platform. New floor for the entire length and width of the 
room. A brick flue for stove pipe. Two new windows with 
shutters making in all eight windows in entire building. A 
cupola for the ‘bell eight feet high and five feet square with 
post columns. Also two or three new steps.” 


Mr. Quayle’s speech continues: 
“On June 13, 1868 the bid of Wm. Whitelock for $850.00 


was duly accepted and he furnished three bondsmen to guar- 
antee the job. The amount was raised by subscription and all 
the names are duly recorded.” 


“There were no major improvements until August, 1899, 
when the church building was generally renovated at a cost of 
$109.00. The present pulpit and chairs were bought at that time. 
The pulpit was new but the chairs came from the Loekland 
Methodist Church. 

“In 1919, because the building was in bad repair, Horatio 
Buckingham circulated a subscription paper and went only 
to the families who did not belong to the church. He collected 
$191.50 and the church was repaired, reroofed and placed in 
vood condition. That was the year when the church began 
to be called a Community Church.” 


In 1922 there became available a bequest of one thousand 
dollars from Ella Ruff, who had been a member of the church 
all her life. A part of the fund was used that year to build the 
present vestibule on the building. The church was also wired 
for electricity around 1923 and the old gas lights which had 
to be pumped were abandoned. ‘The each paid only for the 
materials used in the wiring of the church, the labor being 
donated by Albert: Flint, the husband of Roma Buckingham, 
and Clifford (Sam) Jackson. 


In 1925 another bequest came to the church. Joseph Haffen- 
bradl who was not a member but who lived on the farm on 
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Kugler Mill Road at the end of Camp Road, remembered the 
church in his will to the amount of $2500.00 in Cineinnati Gas 
& Electric shares. This fund was left in trust with the Cincinnati 
Methodist Union in perpetuity, the interest to be paid to the 
Trustees of Camp Dennison Church for one and only one 
purpose, namely the minister’s salary. At the present time the 
church is receiving $100.00 a year from this fund. 

Around 1925, Mr. and Mrs. Hereward Fry gave the com- 
munity house to the church, This was originally the yeast house 
of Herman Fischer and then was the Fry’s chicken house.

In 1926 there was a general renovation of the church and 
it was at the rededication of the church on completion of this 
work that Mr. Quayle made this speech regarding the history. 
His speech closed with the following: 


“Now we come to the latest evidence of the love of this 
community for their old church. There was a considerable 
balance in the Ella Ruff fund whieh was available for the 
physical upkeep of the church. The Trustees and the Ladies 
Aid Society met in joint session to consider the needs of the 
church. The ceiling which had been on for 57 years was in 
bad order. It was decided to remove it and place a metal 
ceiling on the room. The walls were also in bad order. The old 
wainscoting had become unsightly. [t is significant of these 
advanced times that women are mentioned for the first’ time 
in this record. Always before the men did the job. T have my 
suspicions that the women had a lot to say to the men in the 
old days even if their names did not get into the big book. 
The women who met with the Trustees to consider this last 
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improvement were Mrs. Julia Robinson, Mrs. Herman Haller, 
Mrs Jennie B. Queal and Mrs. Emma C. Quayle. Mrs. Robin- 
son was President of the Aid Society. The members of that 
splendid Society assumed approximately $80.00 of the expense 
out of their treasury. The Trustees paid for the materials and 
the new ceiling. The ceiling was put on by George Linke (of 
Milford) on his bid of $75.00. Nearly all the other labor was 
donated by men of the community. These men were Arnold 
(Tom) Barrere, Albert Lauderman, Eddie Benken, Norman 
Little, Lee Robinson, John Robinson, Charles Anderson, Percy 
Moore, Wilbur Myers, Will Ritchie, Jim Ritchie, Billie Fischer, 
Porter Haneock, Herman Haller, Joe Faul, Horatio Bucking- 
ham and Lloyd Lewis. Kd Leiman donated materials. The old 
clock that had had a long rest was repaired and cleaned by 
Fred B. Schaforth, the optician of Milford, and donated to the 
church. The total cost of these changes in the church will not 
be much over $200.00. If the labor were paid for at present 
schedules the cost would be over $500.00. Only one or two of 
this fine list of men belong to the church, but they show their 
loyalty to the community and the church by giving their time 
and skill without stint until the job was done. This, after all, is 
the real test of good citizenship.” 


The American flag in the church was made by hand by Mrs. 
Sarah Vandever Buckingham in 1929 in her 82nd _ year. 


In 1930, the three lots adjoining the church on the east, 
which the church had been using through the courtesy of Mr. 
Smith B. Quayle and Mr. William Queal, sole heirs of John 
Queal, were offered to the church for $150.00. After consider- 
ation of the Board of Trustees, it was decided to purehase these 
lots. Fifty dollars of this amount was paid by the Sunday School, 
fifty dollars by the Ladies Aid Society, and the balance was 
subscribed by Minor Wiley, Wilbur Myers, Minnie Hancock, 
Leona E. Haneock, Edith Knicely, H. H. Fry, Gladys Hutchin- 
son, Henry Pitser, Bill, Knicely, Clem McGohan, Mareia i 
Buckingham, R. D. Pinkvoss, Norman Litthe, Henry M. Pink- 
voss, Mr. Fletcher, Lee Robinson, Bill Falener, Mary Cochran, 
Mrs. Cochran, Velma Faul, Edw. Leiman, Hazel Lewis, Mrs. 
K. Bayer, Chas. 5. Pierce, Porter Hancock, David Paxton. 

Minor Wiley was appointed athletic director in full charge 
of the lots with authority to organize the young people, for 
utilization of the grounds as an athletic field. Several years 
prior to this purchase, the young people of the church and 
the community had combined their talents and labor and con: 
structed a tennis court-on these lots, and this offered) pleasure 
and recreation to all the young people. Since that time vartous 
eames have been played on these erounds and at the present 
time there is a baseball field. 
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In 1937 arrangements were made with the Hamilton County 
Board of Elections for the use of the Community House as a 
polling place for all elections. It is still being used for that 
purpose. 


In September 1937 a bequest of $200.00 was left the church 
by Miss Emma Van Pelt, an aunt of Miss Marcia Buckingham, 
who made her home with Miss Buckingham in Camp Dennison 
for many years. In December 1937, Miss Marcia Buckingham 
donated to the church the framed historic picture of old Camp 
Dennison, this picture to hang on the church wall forever as 
a reminder of the great Civil War military camp.

In December 1938 an agreement was made with the Indian 
Hill School District to use the Community House for the 
primary grades while the Camp Dennison school was being 
repaired. Certain improvements were made in the Community 
House and were paid for by the School District. A new floor 
was laid in the front room and the walls and ceiling were 
covered with Celotex. The doors between the front room and 
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back room were changed from sliding doors to hinged doors 
with locks. 

In 1947, Miss Mareia Buckingham, a descendant of one of 
the original settlers and a daughter of Dr. Alfred Buckingham, 
died, fecane Ce cr chipun, lots west of and adjoining ths 
church property and three lots immediately across Jackson 
Street. The money from these lots to be used for the mainte- 
nance of the church property. These lots were sold in 1953 to 
Ohio Homes, Inc. and the money put in the building treasury. 
Seven houses have been erected on these lots. 


During the winter of 1954 and 1955 a new electric OrgaSonic 
Baldwin organ was purchased for the church, for a price of 
$1400.00. The young people of the church started talking of 
this project. and. solicitation was made of the community. 
Through a generous contribution from Mrs. Emma Fletcher 
Doermann, a former resident of the village, and a daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. H. B. Fletcher, in whose memory this gift was 
viven, cash was paid for this instrument. The organ was dedi- 
eated on February 13, 1955 

During the years, necessary maintenance of the church and 
community house has been carried on through the efforts of 
the Ladies Aid Society or as it is called now the Woman’s 
Society of Christian Service, the Trustees, the Sunday School, 
and the various young people’s societies. 

On October 9, 1955 (the first day of Fire Prevention Week) 
the chimney of the church caught fire during services. Through 
the efficient work of the Miamiville V haiaes Fire Department 
the fire was confined to the west wall of the church around and 
helow the chimney. A contract had just been let for the re- 
decoration of the church and the men of the congregation had 
bought materials to extend the altar to both sides a the church 
and to lay a new floor, so this work was postponed until the 
wall of the church was repaired and a new chimney erected. 
Church and Sunday School services were held in the Com- 
munity House while this work was in progress but the work 
is now all complete and it is a beautiful job. Besides the 
Trustees, those helping in the work were Earl Howell, Jr.. 
Dick Leever, Frank and Eugene Tingley, Fred Kegers and Allan 
Wogenstahl The redecorating was done by Harry B. Robinson 
of Terrace Park. ? 

The outside of the chureh and community house had been 
painted in 1954 by Henry Pitser. 

The present Trustees of the church are William Gant, Karl 
Howell, Wilbur Myers, Norman Little, Russell Robe, and Eugene 
Tingley. 

The current minister is Raymond Deweese, who lives with 
his wife and two of his children in nearby Miamiville. 
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ORGANIZATIONS OF THE CHURCH 
Bible Classes 


A Bible Class is first mentioned as being organized in the 
early church with Henry Stroman as class leader. No further ree- 
ord is available until February 8, 1869, when the Camp Dennison 
Bible Class was organized. The constitution and by-laws of this 
organization are interesting: They voted to pay the sexton, S. P. 
Forward, 25e for each night that the class met to light up and 
warm up the church. The lights used coal oil. 


Since that time there have been many men’s and women’s 
Bible classes. In the records there is a secretary's book of the 
Mizpah class which was organized by the women on February

Musical Organizations 


Musie has always been important in the Methodist Church 
since the days of Charles Wesley who wrote many of our well 
known hymns, such as “Hark! The Herald Angels Sing,” “A 
Charge To Keep | Have,” and “Christ the Lord is Risen Today.” 

In the early days when officers of the Sunday School were 
elected, a chorister to lead the congregation in singing was also 
elected. On January 22, the following note was written to the 


Sunday School Board: 


“As my voice poor in singing, it is impossible for me 
to serve the school as chorister. | therefore resign the 
same, 


Lou M. Connett” 


In January 1889 a Singing Club was organized in the church 
with Charles Peckenpaugh as President, Julia Buckingham, 
Treasurer, and Lela Marsh, Secretary. Some of the members 
besides the above were Lillie Buckingham, Mary Stokes, Harold 
Fry, Jennie Orr, Miss Vaughan, Alonzo Thompson, Mrs. Beard, 
Nellie Fletcher, Minnie Drake, Mr. Vaughan. 

There have been volunteer choirs in the church most. of 
the time during the years. Mrs. Herman Haller played the organ 
and piano and directed the choir for a vood many years, and 
was active until her health would not permit her to play or 
take an active part. 

There have been many faithful pianists during the years, 
who came and played whether it inconvenienced them or not. 
Some of these follow: Harold Longley (1869-70-74) ; Lillie Ellis 
(1871-72-73); Mary Bell Arthur (relative of the minister) ; 
Julia Hoffman (1873); Jennie Orr (1879-81): Ella Ruff (1884) ; 
Erma Marsh (1895-1900); 'T. J. Euens; Anna Riges (1900-01) ; 
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Lillie Drake (1901); Miss Katie Ginn (1893); Lou Connett 
(1894); Mrs. Allen (1901-1905); Bessie Thompson  (1906- 
1909); Frances Peteler (1911-12); Mrs. Edna Pinkvoss (1910) ; 
Helen Waits (1916-1927); Edna Thompson (1903); Dorothy 
Baird (1928); Helen Ausman (1928-1930); Vivian Wigvins 
(1930-31); Violet Wartnaby (1932); Leona Hancock (1932- 
1940); Mildred Frankenberg (1941); Mrs. Herman Haller 
(1941-52); Doris Oligee (1941-1946); Carolyn Dority (1949) ; 
Allen Wogenstahl (1953-56). 


The Sunday School 


The Sunday School has always been an important part of . 
the church organization. Even during the periods when no 
regular preacher was assigned to the church, the Sunday School 
remained active. 

The first official records of the Sunday School available 
after the chureh was moved to its present location in 1808 
are the minutes of the regular Sunday School service on August

21, 1870, although the Sabbath School is mentioned in_ the 
minutes of the Union Bible Class which was formed in Feb- 
ruary 1869. However, in another book is a list of the books 
received by S. S. Vosburg as Librarian of Camp Dennison 
M. Ki. Sunday School March Ist, 1668. 

G. A. Simpson was elected Superintendent of the Sunday 
School at that meeting in August, 1870, Jas. Holmes, Asst. 
Superintendent, W. H. Queal, Secretary, W. G. Vauehn, Asst. 
Secretary, Maria Queal, Treasurer, 5.5. Vosburg, Librarian, 
and Mrs. Sallie Buckingham, Asst. Librarian. ‘The attendance 
is not viven for that particular Sunday. However, the following 
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Sunday there was an attendance of three teachers and fifty-four 
scholars. Contribution nothing. At this meeting, Superintendent 
Simpson tried to resign but his resignation was not accepted. 
The Assistant Superintendent did resign and S. S. Vosburg was 
elected in his place and F., Cunningham was elected Librarian. 
It might be of interest to know the names of the Sunday 
School members at that time. They were:

The Sunday School at that time met: at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon and the attendance was very good — usually ranging 
from 40 to 60. On February 19, 1871 there were 88 people 
present. The collections were very poor however and it is hard 
to understand how they met their expenses. The collections 
were most generally less than a dollar and usually less than 
fifty cents. On August 21, 1870 there was a balance in the 
treasury of $8.10, but aang the years lesson leaves, Bibles, 
new hymn books, and new Hoole for the library were bonght. 


The purchase of the first organ was instigated through the 
Sunday School when on April 23, 1871 a committee of three 
Was appointed to inquire as to the price of an organ, This 
was amended for committee to be instructed to procure an 
organ and have it placed in the church. Committee: Mrs. 
Kdsel, Simpson, Denham and Mrs. Hamilton, Church records 
reveal that in July 1872 a Style 59 F & F organ was purchased 
from OD. Eh Baldwin, dealer in Pianos, Organs and) Velodeons, 
158 West Fourth St, Cincinnati, for the purchase price of 
$125.00, This amount was secured by small donations from the 
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members during the preceding year. Receipted bill is in the 
records of the church. 


In the Sunday School book under date of February 19, 
1882, there is a notation that a new organ was received on 
epradcy 18, 1882. There is no other mention of this organ 
except that a concert for organ was given in January 1882. 

In 1871 the Sunday School is listed for a couple of weeks 
as Grand Valley Sunday School. 

During the early 1880s the minutes of each Sunday School 
session pontaied a weather report. 

Attendance dropped in 1884 and 1885 to between 15 and 
30 with an average of 20. By 1887 the attendance was better,

ranging from 30 to 50. Collections had picked up a littl — 
some times they took in over a dollar. The attendance was 
suill being counted by male and female, so many male teachers 
and so many male scholars, so many female teachers and so many 
female scholars. 


The official business of the Sunday School during these 
years was conducted by the Sunday School Board composed 
of the officers and teachers of the Sunday School. This board 
sometimes met on Sunday and sometimes on another day of 
the week. In January 1888 there must have been a particularly 
spirited meeting. Mr. Talbott was elected by the Sunday School 
to be Superintendent. However, the election had to be sane- 
tioned by the Board and at its meeting, Mr. Albert Connett 
and Mrs. Howren (the minister’s wife) were nominated but 
the latter declined the nomination. On the seeond ballot Mr. 
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Connett received only two votes, Mrs. Marshall and Mrs, 
Howren, the other members of the Board refusing to vote. 
The Pastor declared Mr. Connett superintendent. 


The first mention of a Sunday School Convention was in 
June, 1898. Then on the first Sunday in October, 1898, the 
Symmes Township Sunday School Association was organized, 
This was composed of the Methodist churches at Camp Deusen 
and Washineton Heights, which is the present town hall of 
Indian Hill Village on the northeast corner of Given and 
Camargo Roads, and the Remington Christian Church. All day 
meetings were held on the first Sunday in June and October. 
Smith Quayle was President of this organization for many years, 
and Viola ‘Turner was Seeretary. 

Mention has been made previously of a book listing names 
of books contained in the Sunday School Library. W hen any 
officers were elected, a librarian and an assistant librarian were 
elected, and they were in charge of these books. Over 200 books 
are listed in this book which dates back to March, 1868, which 
was before the church was moved to its present location. 

There is now a membership of 80 in the Sunday School and 
an average attendance of about 40, mostly children. 

Many of the most faithful workers in the church have served 
diligently in the Sunday School, besides the recorded Sunday 
Sehaol Superintendents who are listed in the Appendix, many 
teachers served loyally for long periods of time.

One of the most loyal members who can be remembered 
by many people living today is Miss Bessie Thompson. She was 
born in Gloversville, New York, on August 1, 1863 and her name 
is first mentioned in the eiiay School peeanies in 1906. She was 
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the organist off and on for many years, she taught a Sunday 
School class practically all the time, she was active in the 
Epworth League, and she was also janitor of the church. She 
lived in House No. 14 (Illus. 49). She entered the Methodist 
Home for.the Aged in 1931 and died there in November 1946. 
The small study table in the church was given by her. 


Women’s Society of Christian Service 


The women have always been active and have taken the 
initiative in the work of the church in Camp Dennison. When- 
ever money was needed by the church or there was work to be 
done, the women pitched right in and brought the project to a 
completion. 

There was a Ladies’ Aid Society in the church for many 
years but no official records can be found when the first group 
was organized, 

In September 1940, pursuant to a change in the rules of 
the Methodist Church, the name of the Ladies’ Aid was officially 
changed to the Women’s Society of Christian Service. The first 
officers of this group were Mrs. Jennie Kindt, President; Mrs. 
Mary Fletcher, Vice President; Mrs. Amanda Anderson, Record- 
ing Secretary; Mrs. Genevieve Green, Treasurer; Mrs. J. P. 
Strong, 2nd Vice President; Mary Louise Strong, Secretary 
Young Peoples Work; and Emma C. Quayle, Secretary, Mis- 
sionary Education. 

The upkeep and maintenance of the church and community 
house have been a major responsibility of the women’s organi- 
zations. They have seen that the buildings are kept painted, 
ought new equipment for the buildings as needed, and pay for 
the fuel used in heating the buildings. 

At the present time their meetings are held on the third 
Wednesday of every month. The meeting is usually preceded 
by a covered dish lunch at noon. 


Young People’s Organization 


There have been different young people’s organizations 
during the years but the one of the longest duration was the 
Epworth League. This was first organized in the Methodist 
Church on May 5, 1889 in Cleveland. The official records of 
the Camp Dennison Church indicate that an Epworth League 
was organized on October 27, 1907 under the leadership of 
Mr. W. P. O’?Hara, who was very active in all church affairs. 
However, an Epworth League existed in’ our church much 
previous to this inasmuch as there is a letter addressed to the 
Epworth League dated November 20, 1893 and signed by BE. A. 
Greenfield, in which he tenders his resignation as a member 
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of the Society “cause best known to myself.” Another slip of 
paper also shows some officers and it is believed that this is for 
the Epworth League. President, S. B. Queal; Spiritual, Mrs. 
Sargent; Charity, Mrs. Anna Hill; Social, Jessie Price; Literary, 
Lou Connett; Secretary, Mr. Greenfield: and Treasurer, Harvey 
Connett. 

There were 15 active members when the League was organ- 
ized in 1907. ‘These members were: Theo. E. Rammler, Treasurer, 
Alma A. Green, Mary A. Poe, Helen E. Wiley, Elizabeth Green, 
Nellie Conklin, Secretary, Delia Green, William F. Allen, Edith 
M. McAllister, Ollie Green, Charles M. Green, Minor Wiley, 
Mrs. Edna Pinkvoss, W. P. O’Hara and Bessie Thompson. 

At first each member was assessed dues but in March 1908 
it was decided to abolish the dues and adopt a regular collection 
taken once a month. The first collection recorded was in May 
1908 and the amount received was 50 cents. 


The first Epworth League must have been a_ progressive 
and wide awake group because in July of 1908 $60.00 was 
donated through a social and subscription raised by Mr. O’Hara 
to install a gas lighting system in the church. Money to help 
church projects was raised through lawnfetes and socials of 
different kinds. 

Former members of the Epworth League will remember the 
Penny Drill for flowers where each member walked up front 
and put his money in the basket. This was first started in March 
1917. Tt was also at this time that members were again assessed 
dues of 56 a month. Evidently the monthly collections had 
proved inadequate. From the records, while there was an aver- 
age attendance of from 10 to 30 people, the collections that are 
recorded in the Seeretary’s book never amounted to over a 
dollar. 

The records are very incomplete on the Epworth League 
but do show that its progress fluctuated during the years. There 
were many discussions as to what to do to attract more mem- 
bers and how to make the meetings more interesting. (Doesn’t 
that sound familiar? ) 

The Methodist Church has now changed the name of its 
young people’s organization to the “Methodist Youth Fellow- 
ship.” |

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Chapter VI 
THE STORY OF THE CAMP DENNISON SCHOOLS 


The first indication of education in classes was the news- 
paper advertisement asking for “an old man able to teach a 
night school of reading, writing, and aritl ic” at Waldsmith’s 

wht s : g, vy, and arithmetic at aldsmith s 
settlement in the Big Bottom.' 


The first school house was a log building on the south side 
of Kugler Mill (now Galbraith Road), one half mile east of 
Buckingham Road. Its water was supplied by a spring which is 
still there. Miss Jerusha Jones taught here; we do not know 
how long the school existed. This information was obtained from 
Mrs. Jessie Price Lytle, whose father, William Price (Prisch) 
attended there. 

The next building used as a school was the brick building 
on Lineoln Road at the Little Miami Railroad, southeast. (Build- 
ine No. II, Hus. No. 49). Mr. Leavin Ready was a teacher in 
this school. It is now used as a residence and is owned by the 
Knicely family. 

On October 3, 1863, land was purchased from Dr. Alfred 
Buckingham? and a two story brick building was erected on 
Route 126, or as it was then known, Montauk Road... Pre- 
sumably due to the Civil War, this building was not used until

1870. There were two class rooms on the first floor, and one 
large room, with a stage at one end, upstairs. The upstairs room 
was used as a school for the Negro children, who were taught 
by a Mr. Johnson. This was shortly discontinued and the pupils 
transferred to the first floor. The upstairs was used for school 
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entertainments, commencements, and various community meet- 
Ings. 

Each of the first floor rooms had an entrance from a hall 
which also contained a winding stairway leading to the second 
floor Bl che The three rooms were at first Heated by stoves, 
but later a. furnace was placed in each downstairs room with 
registers ie: which allowed the heat to enter the second floor. 


In the 1870's those wishing to attend high school after finish- 
ing the grades went to Woodward High in Cincinnati, riding 
tie trains morning and evening. After passage of the Boxwell 
Law in 1896 and the Patterson Law in 1901, pupils were sent 
to Milford and Terrace Park High Schools, the Board of Edu- 
cation pay ing the tuition with pupils imnshuee transportation. 
Later, the transportation was paid, or they were sent by bus. 


In 1937 the district was merged with Indian Hill, including 
Remington, Washington Heights, Jefferson and rasa Schools 
and wee 1a ase 


In 1939 the school building was remodeled. A new furnace 
room provided hot water heat. Two restrooms were added, and 
a drinking fountain was placed in the hall, and one just outside 
the building. There were individual lockers for the pupils. The 
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Schoolhouse before remodeling. 


windows were enlarged and moved to furnish more efficient 
lighting. While the school was being remodeled, the classes for 
the first four grades were held in the Camp Dennison Com- 
munity House, the upper four grades went to Jefferson School 
on Indian Hill. 


Later a building was erected on Drake Road, Indian Hill 
Village, and in the Fall of 1950 the pupils were transported by 
bus to the new sehool. There are now two schools in use in the 
district, Indian Hill and Coneord; whereas there had been five 
before consolidation was effected. 

The schools were formerly under the supervision of the 
Hamilton County Board of Education and Mr. C. A. Wilson, 
Newtown, was our District Superintendent. Indian Hill became 
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an exempted Village School in 1951 and was placed under state 
supervision. 


In June, 1954, the first high school commencement was held 
in the auditorium of the Indian Hill School. Those from Camp 
Dennison in this class were: Nancy Brown, Evelyn Hillard, 
Donald Freeman, Herbert Hillard, Richard Weaver and Allen 
Wogenstahl. 


In 1952, the Camp Dennison School building was sold at 
auction to the Ohio Gravel Company, to be held for future 
use.

In a ledger book of Symmes Township dated 1870 and 1871", 
there is a section devoted to “Treasurer of Symmes Township 
Hamilton County, O. in account with said Township for School 
Funds” and reeeipts include funds received from Hamilton 
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County Auditor George A. Larue for prolonging schools and 
“School House and Contingent Fund.” Six districts are listed 
as well as a separate fund for Colored Schools, While it is not 
known for certain that individuals listed in this book as receiving 
a certain amount each month were actually teachers in our 
school, it would seem logical that James H. Holmes was also 
a teacher here, as he is listed on the same page in the same 
district as Frank Cunningham and W. P. O’Hara and he was 
active in the Sunday School, being the assistant Sunday School 
Superintendent at that time. 

The following two programs which were contributed by 
Kate Kinney (Mrs. Ennes) Dawson of Loveland should be of 
interest to many people as they will bring to memory the 
names of many forgotten neighbors who were children in our 
village.

Chapter Vil 
TWO MORE WARS — 1917 TO PRESENT 


The comparative tranquility of the foregoing scenes was to 
be upset by the occurrence of two great wars, the advent of the 
automobile, the factory system, and indeed shows how the 
tremendous evolution of American life swept with it such out- 
lying communties as Camp Dennison. Having the constant 
advantages of rapid communication and transportation which 
are the hallmarks of our century, Camp Dennison escaped the 
fate of becoming “provincial” as did some of our European 
sisters, developing their own cultural idiom, dialect and customs. 


Camp Dennison’s townspeople formerly met at church and 
church functions, and produced their own entertainment in 
the form of quilting parties or minstrel shows. Occasionally 
neighbors living as far as two or three miles away joined in 
these celebrations, and Milford boasted an “orchestra” which 
furnished music for the litthe commencements of six or seven 
school children. 

To the first call of war the following men responded, as 
shown on a roll of honor hanging in the rear of the Methodist

Again in 194] the same problems were dealt with in the 
same way.

Every town in the nation then had its public 
placard of names of people in service and in Camp Dennison 
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this board stood by the Post Office. The names of those who

During the crisis the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Red Cross 
met recularly at the school house preparing surgical dressings, 
hospital supplies, robes and toilet kits for the hoys. 


Electric Service 


K. B. Bentley, Assistant Manager, Electric Sales Depart- 
ment of the Cincinnati Gas and Electric Company, has supplied 
us with the following information from that Company’s files: 

“On September 1, 1919, the Cincinnati, Milford and Blan- 
chester Traction Company filed with the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Ohio a schedule of rates and charges for extending 
electric service lines to Milford, Newtown, Newtonsville, Terrace 
Park and the Plainville districts. Four years later, December 1, 
1923, this company made a supplement to the first) filing to 
include Camp Dennison, Miamiville, Blanchester and the areas 
adjacent to them. 

“The main line to the Camp Dennison - Miamiville area was 
then built by the C. M. & B. Traction Company with the cus- 
tomers furnishing the poles at their expense and the Traction 
Company, the wires, cross arms, insulators and transformers. 
For this construction the original subscribers agreed to pay the 
sum of $2000. The individual connection to the line for each 
customer was to be paid for in advance by the customer and 
then refunded to the customer by the C. M. & B. Traction 
Company in the form of a 5% discount on the monthly bills. 
The refund did not cover labor, but only material. 


“The rate charged for electricity was LOS per Kwllr. with a 
cash discount of 5% if paid within ten days. 

“The Cincinnati, Milford and Blanchester Traction Company 
was then referred to as the ‘Kroger Line’ and its President in 
1923 was Mr. I. W. Pettengill, son-in-law of Mr. (Bernard) 
Kroger. The electric power was furnished by a power plant 
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located in Milford and prior to the building of the Camp 
Dennison - Miamiville line, service was always discontinued 
midnight. 

“About the time the Camp Dennison line was built or 
shortly thereafter, the “Kroger Line’ was acquired by a Mr. Al 
G. Van Ness who also bought the Cincinnati, Georgetown and 
Portsmouth Traction line. He discontinued the operation of 
the C. M. & B. Traction service and combined the electric service 
part of the “Kroger Line’ with other lines into the Southwestern 
Ohio Power Company. He also found it cheaper and more 
advantageous to buy energy from the Union Gas and Electric 
Company (later The Cincinnati Gas & Electric Company) and 
discontinued the operation of the Milford power plant. This 
was the beginning of twenty-four hour service in this area. 

“In 1926 Mr. Van Ness sold the Southwestern Ohio Power 
Company to the Columbia Gas & Electric Corporation, and in 
1935 the Southwestern Ohio Power Company was merged with 
the Union Gas & Electric Company to form The Cincinnati 
Gas & Electric Company which now serves this area, 

“Tt was only about six years ago that the last refunds were 
made on the original customers’ deposits for line extensions. 
It is interesting to note that since the original line was built, 
the cost of electricity per KwHr. has dropped to about one- 
third the original cost which was 10° in 1923 and in 1954 aver- 
aged about 3.376." 

Albert D. Flint, son-in-law of Horatio Buckingham, promoted 
the building of the line to Camp Dennison and Miamiville. 
Mr. Flint, being an electrician, wired most of the houses in 
both villages. He was assisted by Clifford (Sam) Jackson. 


4-H Clubs 


Young girls formed a 4H Club in 1924, their aim im some 
years being sewing, in others, cooking. One program, for the 
year 1043- 44 shows an inter esting variety of monthly projects:

The 4:1 Clubs generally met every two weeks, either in 
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homes of members or at the school house. The girls also assisted 
the various charities, the war effort, and conducted Sunday 
School upon occasion. 

Sewing and cooking club leaders were: 

1924—-Mrs. Susie Buckingham; 1925 to 1930—Mrs. Chas, 
Ausman; 1934—-Violet Wartnaby; 1940—Ruth Menke; 1941 and 
1942—Mrs. C. W. Rahn; 1942 to 1944—Mrs. Elmer Kindt; 
1944—Mrs. William Gant; 1945—Mrs. Bertha Oligee; 1945— 
Ruby Wilson. 

There was another girls’ 4-H club around 1917, with Mrs. 
Susie Buckingham in charge, but no written records of it can 
be found. 

In 1927, a boys’ 4-H Club devoted to gardening, under the 
leadership of Joe Meyer, was active. Tt lasted four years. 

Carl Bibee, Agricultural Agent and 4-H) Club advisor organ- 
ized both boys’ and girls’ clubs and was succeeded by Clinton 
Caldwell, Ingram and William Tyree.? 


Boy Scouts 


The Boy Scouts of America, Troop No. 506, was active in 
Camp Dennison 1942 to 1945. They constructed a club house 
on property belonging to Dr. R. D. Pinkvoss on Galbraith Road 
in 1943. Allan ee was Scout Leader until he went into the 
service in 1944 and Wilbur Fletcher carried on in his place 
until he returned from the Army. Allan took over then for a 
short time and later Herbert Wardlow was leader for a short 
time. The troop disbanded when the school building was (lis- 
mantled as they had no meeting place. Milton Pieaninne Glenn 
Howell and Charles Rahn were Assistant Leaders: at different 
times. 


Water Supply 


According to the County Eneineer’s Office in the Hamilton 
County Courthouse, water lines connecting with Cincinnati, 
through Indian Hill, were laid along Route 126 in 1930. Indian 


Hall established its own water station in Camp Dennison in 


the winter of 1949 and sinee that time we have been supplied 
from their wells. 


Camp Ross 


This target ground for the 147th Infantry of the Ohio Na- 
tional Guard is located in the area formerly excavated by the 
Granite [Improvement Co. It was formerly leased by the Citizens 
Military Finance Committee of Cinemunati, headed by General 
P. Lincoln Mitehell, from the Pennsylvania Railroad. Title to 
the property was venti acquired by the Committee in the 
name of the Central Trust Co. whieh in) L948 conveyed it to 
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the State of Ohio in consideration of $1.00. It is under control 
of the Adjutant General’s Department. Its barracks were razed 
by fire some years ago and were not rebuilt. 


Camp Dennison Concrete Block Co. 


Concrete blocks and similar masonry products are being 
built by the Camp Dennison Concrete Block Company on a lot 
adjacent to the abandoned schoolhouse. Mr. John G. Ashby is 
president of the concern and first started operations at the 
corner of Daniels and jackson Streets. Mr. Ashby acquired the 
business of the Miami Brikcrete Co. in December 1950 and 
moved to his present location. The company employs five men. 


Filling Station 


The Sohio Filling Station on Route 126 is now owned and 
operated by Mr. Morris Walton! Jt seas formerly operated by 
Harry Carter, among others, and was built by Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Walton, in 1932, 


The Ohio Gravel Company 


The Ohio Gravel Company opened in Camp Dennison in 
1946. It now owns the entire area between the Highway and 
the river for two miles north of Zumstein’s Lane to the Jennie 
B. Queal farm now owned by Mr. Joseph Faul. A prize fossil, 
an intact mammoth tusk ten feet long, was unearthed at a depth 
of twenty-five feet during their awe here. [t was presented 
to the Cincinnati Natural Hietory, Musdern: where curators 
have pronounced it 10,000 to 35,000 years AR The tusk was 
carried to this area by the Wisconsin G Jacier. 


A portion of a mammoth tusk, three feet long, found March, 
1955, in this area, has (as well as we can estimate) the same his- 
tory. Mr. Morgan of Mt. Carmel secured this fossil for the ‘Trail- 
side ‘Museum in Burnet Woods. 

The Ohio Gravel Company purehased the old schoolhouse 
and acreage in 1952. 


THE WALDSMITH HOME 
State Shrine of the Daughters of the American Revolution 


Mrs. Ramona Kaiser Bradley was first chairman when the 
restoration of the home of Christian Waldsmith began. The 
property, with a gift of money, was given to the group by Mr. 
and Mrs. Chester Kroger. Robert Kennedy was the architect 
appointed to supervise the work, After the death of Mr. Kroger, 
Mrs. Kroger donated the brick walk and the porch floor in 
memory of her husband. The Second World War made rapid

In the kitchen are six original chairs, a ladder-back rocker, 
a safe with six perforated tin panels, wooden pitchfork, candle 
molds, a cookie press, coffee mill and such examples of ancient 
cooking ware as fireplace toasters, griddles and Dutch ovens. 
The main architectural feature of the kitchen is the giant fire- 
place. 

In the front room are portraits of Rebecca West Kugler, 
John Kueler, James Given and Sarah Waldsmith Given. 

Upstairs are the paraphernalia of pioneer sleeping comfort: 
Beds made of straw mattresses upon rope “springs,” some very 
old quilts, and the bedwarmers that lessened the suffering of 
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the sleepy person who was faced with the prospect of cold 
linen sheets . . . and nothing can seem as cold as linen in 
mid-winter! 


Some visitors remark that the maternity bed shown here 
seems to be an extraneous piece of furniture. The answer is, 
that in the days of large families, and quite often with multiple 
households living under the same roof, such equipment was in 
nearly constant use. 


There is a collection of earthenware familiar to houses not 
equipped with plumbing, including a candle stand with per- 
forated shade that probably served as a night lamp. 


The museum is open to the public on Sunday afternoons 
during the Summer months, and a staff of volunteers is always 
on hand to describe the oddities to visitors. 


Recent Growth 


In the late 1940’s, Ohio Homes, Inc. purchased a tract of 
land on the southwest corner of Camp and Lincoln Streets and 
began constructing 16 houses. Later they built 21 houses on 
Lincoln Road east of the store and 1] houses west of the church 
on Jackson, which increased our population by about 200 people. 

Considerable excitement ensued in 1954 when Hamilton 
County attempted to construct a garbage incinerator across the 
road from the museum. A group of dauntless civie leaders and 


D.A.R. officials took prompt action to protest this desecration, 
and in their zeal even appeared at a meeting that was not 
actually “public” ... nevertheless they met face to face with 
the chief protagonists of the project, and so the committeemen 
found themselves in the middle of a veritable battleground 
that day, and suspended the meeting without accomplishing 
anything, The first bids on the project lapsed, however, before 
any building was undertaken,

They had three daughters, May Having who lives in 
Perintown, Ohio, Marguerite Newport who lives in Oroville, 
California, and Velma Jenkins who lives in Cineinnati. Mrs. 
Chalfont died in 1948,* 

Mr. and Mrs. Roy ELTZROTH began teaching in our school 
in 1944. Since his wife’s death in 1952, Mr. Eltzroth has built a 
new home on Galbraith Road near Camp, and he is now Prin- 
cipal of the Branch Hill, Ohio, school. 


Mr. and Mrs. Leo FALGNER bought the Haffenbrad] farm 
about 1919, They have both died since living here. There were 
six children: Charles, who was married before they moved here; 
William, Nelle, Agnes, Mary and Leonora, Leonora died a few 
years after coming to Camp Dennison and Agnes died in) 1955, 
They sold their farm to Excello Paper Co. in 1955 and have 
bought a home in Milford.° 

Henry and Ida Mae FRANKENBERG and _ their family 
lived here from 1932 to 1942 on the Paxton farm. They are now 
living in Xenia, Ohio. They have four children. Alberta is 
married to William Kulhnell, lives in Blanchester, Ohio and 
has three children. Mary Jane lives in Painesville, Ohio and has 
one ehild. Ellery is married to Anita Lassiter and has) two 
children. They live in Madeira, Ohio. Mildred was married to 
John Fuller and has two children, Mildred played the piano 
in the chureh.! 

Robert GREENE came here as a teacher in 1935. He and 
Mrs. Genevieve Greene have three daughters: Margaret, who 
is married to Charles Rahn; Ruby who lives with her mother 
in Madetra, Ohio where they moved in 1952; and Catherine, who 
was married to Robert Burroughs in April 1950 and who lives 
in Camp Dennison, Phe Greene family was active in the church 
and Sunday School until they moved. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Harry KE. GANT moved here in 1926 when 
they bought the Queal farm south of the village. Mrs. Gant 
and four of the children still live here: Bill who is married to 
Velma Faul; Frances who has one son, John Kirschner; Evelyn; 
and Helen who is married to Frank Lohr and has three children, 
The other children are: Kdward (Kddie) who is married to 
Sara Wycoff, has two daughters and lives in Mt. Washington, 
Cincinnati, Ohio; Albert who married Hazel Stricker, and lives 
in West Virginia; Earl (Fritz) who is married to Fay Berger, 
has one child, and lives in Kenwood, Cincinnati, Ohio; and 
Eleanor who is married to Ralph Lay, has two children and 
lives in Milford.’ 

Mrs. Mary HILLARD and five of her children moved here 
in January 1946, when they bought the house on Route 126 
where they are living at the present time.

Earl and Leonora HOWELL moved to the village in 1928. 
They first lived in House No. 154 on the corner of Jackson and 
Camp Roads. Later they bought the old Price home where they 
are living at the present time. Earl is a Symmes Township trustee 
and a trustee of the Methodist Church. They have two sons —. 
Earl Jr. (Jake) lives at home and Glenn is married to Mary 
Breidenstein and they have a small son. Glenn and Mary live 
in the building next to his parents.’’ 


Jennie and Elmer KINDT built their house on Route 126 
and moved here from Miamiville, Ohio in 1936. Elmer, an 
Indian Hill Village Ranger, died in 1944, and Jennie Jater 
married James MORRIS.

John, Grant and Stanley were married and had 
families at that time and never lived here, but the following 
children moved here with the family: Wilber who has been 
very active in the Methodist church, having been Sunday School 
Superintendent for several years and a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the church for many years; Etna who was married 
to Bill Jentz and who died in May 1956; Finley who lives at 
home; Lillian who returned home from Washington, D. C.

Mr. and Mrs. Rabe have two married 
sons but they have never lived in our village.’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Russell ROBE, while not Nive in the village, 
are considered as belonging to us as they and their children, 
Marilyn and Carl, are active in the church and Mr. Robe is a 
Trustee. They were. transferred from South a oran, Ohio, 
in 1944, to the Kroger farm which Mr. Robe supervises.’ 

John Ringenberger served in one of the three months’ 
enlistments at Camp Dennison during the Civil War. fle was 
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born in Germany, as were the parents of his wife. Their eerky 
daughter, Elizabeth, married August RAHN, a German immi- 
vrant, who later operated the Rahn Bakery on Cincinnati’s 
Fastern Avenue in the 1890’s. They moved to Camp Dennison 
in 1920 and lived the rest of their lives in the house south of 
the Waldsmith Museum. Three of their seven children now live 
in Camp Dennison: Elsie, Carrie and C. Wesley. 


Elsie and her husband, Henry PITSER, moved into their 
home on Lincoln Road in 1922. Mr. Pitser was employed at 
LeBlond’s in Hyde Park for 30 years.”° 

Carrie Rahn is the wife of Herman HALLER and is an 
accomplished pianist. The Hallers first came here in 1913. to 
operate the farm owned by his uncle, Henry F. Pinkvoss. For 
the past several years they have le their home with their 
daughter, Dorothea Dority, a widow, who has four children: 
Jean Snack: a nurse who lives in Toledo and has one son; 
Carolyn; Rolf who is married to Norma Howell, lives above 
Milford and has two daughters; and Robert, member of the 
Cincinnati Police Force, who lives in Mt. Washington with his 
wife, Joyce Tolin, and two daughters.

In these last few pages I wish T could account for that 
“strange preciousness” which most residents of Camp Dennison 
admit binds them to their homes. The reader might be thinking 
that we have found ourselves here by virtue of occupation or 
the simple task of finding a place to live. But while preparing 
this book, 1 found a great many people who are really in love 
with the town, and who will not seek to live anywhere else. 
They have said simply, “We like it here.” And not a few have 
returned to Camp Dennison after many years of travel, com- 
menting upon what an idyllic spot this is. The quotation at the 
beginning of this chapter dedicates it to those whose faithfulness 
and honesty tell them their hearts are still bound to their 
birthplace. 


CAMP DENNISON TODAY 


The population: of approximately 600 is almost entirely 
housed in single units. The closest hospital is nine miles away, 
in Mariemont, although there are several doctors in the neigh- 
boring town of Milford. 

Our children travel by bus to the consolidated school of 


Indian Hill for kindergarten and all twelve grades, or to St. 


Andrew’s Parochial School in Milford for the first) six grades. 


Our businesses include the tavern, automobile service sta- 
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tion, grocery (and post office), gravel pit, concrete block and 
brickerete plant. 

For Protestants there are the Methodist and Negro Baptist 
churches: for the Roman Catholics, St. Andrew’s in Milford. 


The Hamilton County and Cincinnati Bookmobile still ar- 
rives the fourth Thursday of the month. 


All roads are paved, but the State Route 126 is rather rough 
until you reach U. S. 50 in Milford. We have all utilities, but 
no sewerage system, and this each builder must solve for him- 
self within county health law limits. 


Entertainment outside the home is provided by first class 
restaurants, a drive-in theatre, and one cinema in nearby 
Milford. There one also finds excellent markets, dry goods and 
clothing stores, as well as hardware, drugs, lumbers, and services 
usually found in a town of fair size. 


At the moment no social, youth, or charitable groups apart 
from the churches are functioning in Camp Dennison. Neither 
do we have bus service through the village. The bus line from 
Cincinnati stops in Milford. 

In Ohio the smallest administrative unit, except the school 
district, is the township. We live in Symmes township, which 
was created from Sycamore Township in 1825. There are twelve 
such townships in Hamilton County, and if a township is regu- 
larly formed it is usually six miles square. Every two years, 
two trustees, or a trustee and a clerk, are elected. This method 
insures that only two men at a time enter the office, thus making 
the transmission of duties easier. The elerk has no voting power, 
but acts as recorder, secretary, and treasurer, Meetings are 
held at the township seat, Symmes (which is across the Miami 
River from Braneh Hill on Blain Street), the first Saturday of 
every month. These meetings are conducted in the ‘Township 
Hall, and are open to the public. 

The duties of the three trustees are maintaining roads not 
supervised by county or state, and caring for cemeteries. The 
roads in Camp Dennison under township care are: (Running 
north and south) Kilgore, Munson, Center and Daniels; (east 
and west) Heaton, Zumstein, Ulrich, Campbell, Jackson, Lin- 
coln (from Daniels to Camp Road), Washington, Adams Lane 
and Pinkvoss Lane (which has a right of way to Camp Road). 
All of these with the exception of Zumstein and Munson are 
asphalt coated. Road work is paid for by a method known as 
“force account,” that is, per gallon of material and per man 
hour, rather than contracting in advance for a certain fee, 
County equipment ts employed: if available, otherwise work is 
done by private businesses, 

All matters pertaining to cemeteries must be conducted or 
upproved by the township Trustees, 
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Property line disputes may be settled by the trustees, who 
then assess the owners for costs, for the percentages they receive 
from liquor license revenue, gasoline and real estate taxes must 
be used exclusively for the maintenance of roads, bridges and 
cemeteries. 


The Constable and Justices of the Peace do not receive 
regular salaries from the township. 


Activities of the Symmes Township trustees are limited to 
unincorporated areas such as Camp Dennison, Remington, Rural 
West Loveland, Sixteen-Mile-Stand and Cactus Corner, as the 
incorporated villages of Indian Hill and Loveland care for their 
own property. 


Township records, kept by the clerk, extend as far back as 


1901, but the earlier books are not entirely complete. 


The place of voting for all elections is the Community House 
on Jackson Street. 7 


The Waldsmith House Museum is open on Sunday after- 
noons during the Summer months. We salute this venerable 
house as we pass by, for finally our interest is turned toward 
the future. A farm of about one hundred acres has been sold 
to industrial interests who at this moment are surveying for 
building projects reportedly to be worth some three and a half 
million dollars. It was inevitable that the level ground, “Zone 
B, light industrial,” which follows the railroad on the west 
side, would be developed. At last it seems to be about to bring 
the next great change in the history of Camp Dennison.
